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PREFACE. 



Im the construction of the Model of New- York, a vast number of 
statistical details wero collected, some of which varied exceedingly from 
statements in prim, bat most of which bad never been given to the public. 

The attention of the author was thus directed to the subject. On investi- 
PT^tion it appeared that no history of the city had ever bwn publislied, 
and that no accurate descriptive work liad been issued during tlie last 
twenty years. The contents of the oidinary guide-books proved to be in 
great part plagiariwd from gazetteers and other worlu not piofisssing the 
accuracy oC local manuals, and, where original, to be grossly erroDeous. 
A desire to present truth to the public, has led to the preparation of the 
present work. In the prosecution of the object, no statement has been 
made that is not drawn Irom original sources, and no statistical informa- 
tion given that is not based upon tlie official papers of the city or the most 
aatbentic personal communications. 

The author would ^knowledge his indebtedness to the Corporation of ' 
New-York for having, by public act, placed at his disposal the records 
and documents of the city; to David T. Valentine, Esq., the clerk ol the 
Common Council, Martin £. Thompson, Esq., the street-commissioner, 
Talman J. Waters, Esq., late controller, Moses G. Leonard, Esq., the 
Alms-Honse commissioner, and the other municipal officers, for the 
courtesy they have exhibited, and the pains they have taken to collect and 
furnish information connectetl with their respective departments; to J. R. 

H. Moore, Esqs.,the late and present librarians of the New- York 
Historical Society, and Edward C.Uerrick, Esq., librarian of Yale College, 
for having with great poUtooess unclosed the treasures of the invaluable 
historical and literary repositories of wnich they have the supervision, 
and afforded to him every possible facility in prosecuting his researches; 
and to Alfred Terry, Esq., the town-clerk of New-Haven, for having 
thrown open to his iospection the records of the neighbors and rivals of 
New-Netherland. 

The historical sketch in the present issue, is an epitome of this portion 

of the work as it will appear in the regular edition now in course of pre- 
paration. A vast amount of local material has been collected. The 
documents procured in England, Holland, and France, by J. R. Brotl- 
head, Esq., throw much light upon the rise and progress of New- York, 
and will enable tho author to present many facts that have hitherto escaped 
notiee. And the services ol any individual who can contribute to hie 
materials, by communicating a duly authenticated incident, or by plaeing 
within his reach a document, which elucidates or illustrates any event or 
principle in the history of the metro polis, will be highly appreciated.

Wbat race fint peopled the idand of Mftim&liata 1* Thej weie ; but 
are not : the vestiges of their arts are the study of the antiquary. 

Sixteen centuries of the Gliristian era rolled away» and no trace]|of 
eivilization was left on the spot where now stands a city renowned Tot 
commerce^ intelligence* and wealth. The wild children of nature, un- 
molested by the white man» roamed through its fi>rest8» and impelled 
their light canoes along its tianqnil waters. But the time was near at 
hand when these domains of the savage were to be invaded by strangers» 
who would lay the humble Ibundations of a mighty state, and seatler 
e v eryw here in their path exterminating principles which, with con- 
stantly augmenting force, would never cease to act until the whole 
aboriginal race should be extirpated, and their memory, like that of a 
nation on which once fell, in a high degree, divine displeasure, be 
almost blotted out from under heaven. Civilization, originating in the 
east, had reached the western confines of the old world. It was now 
to cross the barrier tliat had arrested its progress, and penetrate the 
forests of a continent that had just appealed to the astonished gaze of 
the millions of Christendom. North American barbarism was to give 
place to European refinement. 

On an autumn day, in the year 1609, a strange sight appeared to the 
Indians that crowded the shores of Manhattan. It was the bark of 
Henry Hudson, then in the employ of the Dutch East India Company, 
who, on a voyage in search of a north*west passage to the Indies, had 
entered, on the 3d of September, the southern waters of New-York. 
Warlike by nature* and perhaps foreboding the future, the Man- 
hattcB* extended not to the stranger the civilities offiared by the neighlM»- 
ing tribes. Twice, during Hudson's stay of a month in these waters, 
did they attack the new-comers ; anrl ton of their number fell before

the superior power of oivlliaed warfiure. The veseel aaoended the river 
which will bear the name of the distinguished navigator to posterior I 
it descended ; and the white man disappeared.* 

Have these waters ever before been disturbed by European adventu- 
rers ? Was New- York a part of ancient Vinland, and visited by tho 
Scandinavians?! Did the wanderings of prince Madoc bring liim to 
this portion of the American coast Did Verrazani, in 1524, enter 
the harbor of New-York ?§ Or, as is asserted, with perhaps more reason, 
had persons in the employ of a Dutch Greenland Company resorted hero 
as early as 1598 to provide a place of shelter for the winter months ?|| 
Have the jealousies of the fierce aborigines of Mannahata been excited 
by former acquaintance with civilized man? Our curiosity cannot be 
satisfactorily gratified. But, if the inhabitants of this island have now 
for the first time beheld individuals of anew xace^ wiU tbis be the only 
visit of the strangers to their shores ? 

The Dttteh. having aehieved their independence, and risen emi- 
aflaoe ai a eomaaieial power, weie not the people to allow impoKtaat 
disooveriee to pan nnianproved. It was at once perotived that, thongh 
the dedred paMage to India bad not been found* the voyage of Hodsoa 
had opened the way to a valuable taUBo in ftnw, A few aowatba paMed 
away» aad» befon the doea of the feUowing yea^ a Dotob ibip wna 
again seen by tiie nativee.T A sueeeesM voyage was snoeeeded by 
others; posts were established on the river, and* as early as 1614* Ssmt 
boosBs, it is asserted* bad been eieoted on the Idand whose inbabitai^ts 
had, five ysats beloie, eKbibited so mnob bostili^ at the approaeh of tb# 
while maa.^* Per the next three yea«t the eo^iisive ptivUege of trading 
lo tlie Manhaftansb was granted to a oompany formed fiir the purpose, 
eaBni The United MewKethttland Cetnpany.**tt This company, soon 
after its organization, fortified a redoubt near the southern extremity of 
the island, which became the central point of the trade.^t Valuable 
cargoes of furs were procured from the Indians in exchange for articles

of trifling value, and an aUiance was coooluded with the gieat MO* 
fydency of the Five Nations which was kept inrloUtte bj both paitiee 
to the end of the Dutch rule in New-Netherland.* From the expivatioa, 
of the ehftrter of '^The United New-Netherkad Comiianj,'' in 1618, 
ipecial lloenies for proteeoting voynges were giuited to indiyidnal8,t 
until all the rights and priFlleget lelBtuig to the oommeroe of the New 
World wove, on the 3d of Jane, 1631, merged in one of the moat so 
marknble oommereial aitoeintlonB mentioned in historf— the Daio^ 
Weat India Compan]r4 

The eompany did not oommenee its operations ihr about two years ; 
bat, in the mean time, several Toyaget were undertaken, with the ap- 
proval of the States General, by private indtTiduals. The subject of 
colonization began now to be agitated, and communications respecting 
it passed between the States and the company ; but there being yet no 
constituted authorities in New-Netherland, the matter was postponed. § 

The first director-general of the new association, Cornelis Jacobsen 
Mey, commenced his administration at Manhattan Island in 1624. He 
was succeded, in 1625, by Willi am Van Plulst, who, in 1626, gave place 
to the third director, Peter Minuit. Some of the company's ships had 
visited the country previously to the commencement of the regular gov- 
ernment, and new fortifications had been erected both on the North and 
South Rivers. || But the commercial operations of the company were now 
to be oondncted on a regular establishment. To the Director and his 
council, consisting of five persons, was committed, under the supervision 
of their superiors at home, the legislative, judicial, and executive an- 
thoriqr of the colonf , composed principally of persons in the employ of 
the assooiation.f^ 

The sneeess of the new arrangements was soon appaient During 
tiie foar years succeeding the arrival of Director Mey, the exports were 
valued at about sixty-eight thousand dollars, and the imports at about 
two-thirds of this amount.** 

The company had acquired from the original oconpaats no tide to 
tfie island on which thehr settlement had been oommaneed. Attention 
was tberefine turned to this matter in 1626; and the whole island

was pnxohased of the Indian pioprieton Ibr twenty-four dollan. A 
bloek-hoiue was added to the Ibrtifieations on the island, and to the 
station was given the name of Fort Amsterdam.* 

An assooiation like that which settled New*Netheriand» would not 
overtook any opportunity of advantageously extending their oommeroial 
relations. The colony of riy mouth had been established for nearif 
seven years, and no communicntion had passed between the Pilgrims 
and the Dutch in North America. The Director-general, who had 
received from the Tiulians frequent reports of liis Plymouth neighbors, 
now dispatched his secretary, Isaac de Hazier, to their settlement, with 
a letter of congratulation, and a proposition for mutual traOic. The offer 
was gladly accepted, and was the foundation of prolonged and mutually 
advantageous intercourse. f 

Thus far attention had been given solely to trade; but, in 1G20, a 
charter of peculiar privileges and exemptions was granted to all who 
should plant colonies in New-Netherland ; in consequence of which 
large pnrohases, in behalf of certain directors of the West India Com- 
pany, were made on the North and South Rivers and Ststen Island. The 
planting of two colonies followed these purahases, that of Zwanendal, 
or the valley of Swans, on ^ South River* which was soon entirely 
exterminated hj the Indians* and that of Rensselaerswyekt the feudal 
rights of whioh were eventualljr vested in the heirs of Kiliaen Van Rens- 
selaer. Disputes oonneeted with this method of colonization, soon arose 
between the partners of the oompanj* the diieoter-general was reoalled* 
and the settlement of the country retarded.^ 

The administration of Wouter Tan TwiUer, who arrived as diieetor- 
genenl In the spring of 1633, was destined to be disturbed by a eontro- 
verqrthat vrasnot to end until the whole Dutch dominion in North 
America should fall before English cupidity. A few weeks aAer his arriv- 
al. Van Twiiler caused a tract of land on the Conneotiout, or Fiesh River, 
about sixty miles &om its mouth, to be purchased of the Indians, on 
which waseracted a fortifiedbuilding, called ** the House of Good Hope.'* 
Soon after, he Itamed that the king of England had granted the whole 
territory on both sides of the Connecticut to persons who were speedily 
tOCMiOUpyit. His protests, as well as those of his successor, were of no 
avail. The guns of Fort Good Hope were disregarded. Flourishing

towns sprang up on the river : thejr spread along the aea coast: and the 
rights of the Dutch were driven nearer and nearer to the HudaoB River.'*^ 
The successor of Van Twiller was Willera Kielt Imperioiis and 
▼indictive in his character, the whole period in whioh he held the feins 
of statCt from lG3d to 1G47, was marked by a series of bloodless and of 
sanguinary hostilities. The Swedes who» under the Swedish West 
India Company, had established a eolony on the So«th river in ld38»t 
and the English who were constantly eoeroBohing on the territories of 
New-Netherland, gave occasion for a most violent contest of words. 
But in the Indian teibes he met with enemies that involved him in more 
aerions difficulties. Hjs policy towards them was harsh and calculated 
to provoke hostility. Twice was he obliged to sustain a general war 
with nearly all the surrounding tribes. Many of the settlements and 
plantations were entirely destroyed, and the whole country reduced to 
the greatest distress. At length the arms of the Dutch proved victoriou&, 
and peace was restored. But the maladministration of Kieft had been 
brouijht before the States General. He was recalled, and, on his return 
to Holland, ^jciiahcd by shipwreck, with all the companions of his 
voyage-l 

Nevv-Netlierland now received a governor whose talents were equal to 
the station he occupied. General Peter Stuyvesant arrived as director- 
general in 1647. The commencement of his administration was sig- 
nalized by a concession to popular rights. Previously, in season of 
difficulty or of danger, the people had been twice called upon to ap- 
point a board of representatives who, without possessing any power» 
might make known the wishes of the people. $ Now a board of nine men 
was constituted to represent the commonalty, whose opinions were to 
be received on important occasions, and who were to become arbitrators 
in such civil cases as might be referred to them. The seeds of liber^ 
rapidly germinated among the people. In vain did the director-genecid

The bolting, paekiQg»aiid exportation of fiour and meul, of which tho 
city enjoyed a |nonopoty» became the most important branch of trade. 
Dissatisfaction on the part ol the country people ensued ; and their 
complaints eventually sncoeoded, in spite of the petitioiis and protests 
of the city authorities, and not without the serious misgivings of the 
citlzenft as to their fntura destiay, in xemoving the odious mono- 
poly.* 

But important events had» in the mean time* given ri4e to more power- 
ful oommotiens in New-Yock. The tymnt James was a fugitive. Wil- 
liam and Mary had ascended tlie throne. Some of the inliabitantSa 
anxious to exhibit their loyal^, had proclaimed tlie new sovereigns. 
They made choice of Jacob Leister, a meichant, as their leader, who, 
on the 3d of June, 16S9, with the approbation of the populace, assumed 
the goverment of the colony. The mayor of the oi^ and several pro- 
minent citizens, though in iavor of William and Mary, opposed these 
pzoeeedings, and finally retired to Albany. That town determined to 
resist the authorlqr of Leisler, but was obliged to yield to a military 
Ibrce. On the arrival of a now governor. Col. Henry Sloughter, in 1691» 
Leisler hesitated to deliver the fort to an agent sent to demand its snr» 
render, and desired to confer with the principaL This was made by 
his enemies a pretext for a charge of treason against him. He was ar- 
rested, tried, and, through the machinations of his enemies, unjustly 
sentenced to death, and executed.! 

Tlie struggles of the citizens against the encroachments of the royal 
governors, form an important leature m tlie liistory of New-York . Twiee, 
during the administration of Gov. Cornbiiry, was money embezzled by 
him wiiiuh had been appropriated by the provincial assembly to the 
defence of the frontiers and of the capital.^ But, a few months previ- 
ously to his arrival, in 1702, the citizens had been iuliamed by a more 
fearful invasion of their rights. Col. Nicholas Bayard and Alderman 
John Hutchins, for refusing to deliver up addresses whieh liad been 
prepared by many of the inhabitants for presentation to the king, the 
parliament, and the new governor, were tried for high treason, and sen- 
tenced to death ; but they were subsequently released, and their attain- 
ders roversed.§ 

New-York began, in the early part of the eighteenth century, to excito

much attention as a commercial emporium. The productions of the 
northern colonies were accumulated in her warehouses, and shipped 
thence to England and the West Indies. Her participation in the West 
India trade often excited the jealousy of interested parties beyond the 
Atlantic, but it was not dilficult for enlightened minds to perceive that a 
trade, whose returns, in money or goods, were shipped to England in 
exchange for her maaufocturest GOuUl not be disadvaatageous to tlie pa- 
rent country.* 

The interests of education, and the diffusion of intelli^^ence aniv*..^- 
the masses, had been grossly neglected ; but their importance gradually 
received attention. A free grammar school had been founded by law in 
X702.t In 1725, the first newspaper commenced its existence,^ and, four 
years after, the city received, as a gift from a society in England, a 
library of 1642 volumes.§ In 1732» stage routes to Boston and Phila- 
delphia were established, and the stages performed once in two weeks. || 
A public classical school was founded bj the assembly in 17d2.ir With 
the advance of general intelligence came a higher appreciation oi 
popular rights* and a determination to uphold them. Nor was long 
wanting an opportunity to resist the eneioacbments of arbitrary power, 

John Peter Zenger, Uie Editor of the New-York Weekly Journal, in the 
colonial disputes of 1734, took occasion to animadvert upon the measures 
of the government Copies of his paper were ordered by the governor 
and council to be burned in presence of the mayor and magistrates of 
the city, who refused to attend, and entered their protest against the 
measure. Zenger was arrested, and every effort made |o convict 
him on a charge of libel. The only two lawyers in the city who could 
be intrusted with his defence, Messrt. Alexander and Smith, were ex- 
cluded from their profession for calling in question the authority of the 
court. The people were greatly excited. The aged Andrew Hamilton 
of Philadelphia, distinguished alike for his talents and his love of 
liberty, was at once engaged to plead the cause of popular right. He 
was successful. The jury, without leaving their seats, returned a ver- 
dict of acquittal; and Hamilton left the province with a gitl: of the 
freedom of the city, and amidst the acclamations of the people.**

But New-York was destined to be convulsed by a more lamentable 
commotion. For many years occasional disturbances had occurred 
among tlie negro population. In 1741, a few fires and a robbery gave 
rise to a general alarm, which, on slight and contradictory testimony as 
to the existence of a plot among the negroes and others to destroy the 
city, passed into complete infatuation. Numbers were executed or 
transported ; but humaaity and good senae iiaaliy prevailed, and quiet 
was restored * 

The trade of New- York increased. Her ships were already seen in 
many foreign portSy and no rival, not even Philadelphia, surpassed her 
in the extent of her commeicial operationa.! Provisions, linseed oil, 
fars, lumber, and iron, were the principal exports. | From 1749 to 1750, 
two himdred and eighty«8ix vessels left New- York, with caigoes princi- 
pally of flour and grain. In 1755, nearly thirteen thousand hogsheads 
of flaxseed were shipped to Ireland.§ 

The telations of the colonies with the mother country w^re assuming 
a serious aspect. In 1765, a congress of delegates met at New-York, 
and prepared a declaration of their rights and grievances. || The arrival 
of the stamped paper, so notorious in the colonial annals of America, 
towards the end of this year, marked the commencement of a series of 
explosions that was not to terminate until the city and colony of New- 
York, in common with the other colonics, were forever rent from tlic * 
dominion of Great Britain. IT The non-importation agreements of the 
merchants of New-York and other i)laces, in 1708 and the succeeding 
years, were followed by stringent measures on the part of the English 
government. War became inevitable, and all eyes were soon directed 
to New- York as the point where the enemy would strike a blow at the 
heart of the country.** 

On the 28th of June, 1776, the British army and fleet, which had 
been driven from the oity and harbor of Boston, entered the southern 
bay of New- York. The troops weie landed upon Staten Island. On 
the 22d of August the British forces eraesed the Narrows» and encamped 
near Brooklyn wheie the American army was stationed. The battle of 
Long Island ensued, in which, owing to unfortunate oireumstanees, the 
Americans were entirely defeated. Washington, with consummate 
skill, crossed the river, the succeeding piglit, without observation, but

the pievioos disasters, and the sabseqaent tuccessfnl landing of tbe 
Britith troops at Kip't and Turtle's bays» lendeied it inposslble to save 
the eitf.* 

For eiglit yean New-Toik was ttie head-qnaifers of the British tioops, 
and tlie prison-hoose of American eaptives. Pnblle bnildlags were des> 
poiled, and cfamcbee eooverted into Hospitals, prisons, riding^hools, and 
slaUes, and sabjeelsd to the d es eer a t i on s of a wanton and impious sol* 
diery.f Casoal^ nnlted witb the horrofs of war to sweO the misibr tu nes 
of the devoted oity • A flse. In 1776, sweep i ng along both sides of Broad* 
way, destroyed one-eigiith of thebnildings ol New- York.) 

Tlie British mle In this metropolis for the third and Hnt time eame to 
an end. On the 25th of November, 1783, the forces of Great Britain 
evaciuited the city, and Was)iington and the governor of the State made 
a public and triumphal entry. § 

Tlie city of New-York, in common with other portions of tbe country, 
had already been declared free and independent ; but its freedom had 
been nominal. The sweets of liberty were now tasted ; and many of 
those demonstrations and events which were considered the precursors 
and the pledges of those fruits of liberty which the whole people antici- 
pated, took place in New- York. In 178S, the adoption of the federal con- 
stitution was attended by a most imposing celebration, || and, in 1789, 
Washington was inaugurated in New- York as first President of the 
United States, amidst the aeclamations of thousands of spectators.! 

The restoration of peace, and the rise of the new government, were the 
aignal foreKtendlug die oomnMieial idations of New* York. In ten years 
her popnlation had neatly dovblsd, and, in the early part of the present 
oentury, her olaima, as the leading emporinm of the continent, were eon- 
olnsively estabUshed, and all prospeet that ^ cursent of trade woald bo 
diverted into any other channel entirely disalpated.^* 

Bnt misfortune was not entirely removed irom die metropoUs. Riot, 
pestilenoe, five, and war, wem at hand to disiwh her psaoe, eripple her 
means, or desolate her borders. In 1788, the eoromnnity wera duown 
into consternation by an attack made npon tlie medical profession by an 
infuriated mob. Thephrensy of some of tlie people had been excited by 
an imprudent exposure of a portion of a disiiected body. AAcr a contest

of thfee or four days, in which aevenl lives Mrere lost* the mob was en* 
tiiely subdued by the military ; and the occurrence was signaliaed by the 
name of "the doctoral riot.*** In 1798 and the succeeding years, the 
city was nearly depopulated in eonseqnenoe ofpestUenoe. Over three thou- 
sand persons fas one year fell Tiotims to the ravages ol the yeEow lever.f 
Large fires took place in 1804 and 1 8 11 4 But the interests of the city were 
more seriously injured by the breaking out of war between the United States 
and England in 1S12. For a time her commerce was almost suj^pended 
by disturbances on the ocean; but the enemy did not choose to brave the 
fortifications that had been erected in her harbor, and, with the exception 
of a slight apprehension, the quiet of the community was preserved. § 
These misfortunes passed away. Various interruptions of the public 
peace led to improvements in the police system of New-York, until it was 
pronounced more efficient than that of other American cities. || The ' 
ravages of pestilence and file impressed upon the mind the necessity of 
greater precaution and more prompt and vigorous measures in the liealth 
and fire departments. And the cessation of war opened again the waters 
of the world.to the commerce of New* York* Soon lier tails weie un- 
folded in every sea; end the^eslablishment of her regular lines of packets, 
the first undertaking of tlie kind in the countiyt and the introduction of 
steam-navigation, first used upon her waters, added to her commeroial 
superiority over tlie other ports of the republicT 

Improvements hitlierto liad been principally cooneeted with foreign com- 
meroe. But a tremendous impulse was now to be given to inland trade 
by the adoption of an extensive system of canal-navigation. Several 
smaller works weire east into the diade by the com^etion of the gigantic 
Erie Canal, in 1825. The union of the Atlantic with the Lakes, was 
announced by the firing of cannon along the whole line of the canal and 
of the Hudson, and was celebrated at New-York by a iiiai^nificent aqua- 
tic procession, which, to indicate more clearly the navigable communica- 
tion that had been opened, deposited in the ocean a portion of the waters 
of Lake Erie.**

Mnnloipal histoty is a narmtive of aUenata rooc onoB and rareitee. 
For many yean Dothing had oociined to mar the prosperiqr of Ham city. 
Bttt mtefortane eamo* In 1832* tha Asiatic chofeia appeand^ and them- 
sands ftll viotims to iba diseasa. Tliis calamity had scarcely pasted when 
the gieat flie of 1835 destioyedy in one ni|^t» more than six bandied 
bnildings, and property to the Talae of over twenty millions of dollars.* 
The city had not recovered from the effects of this disaster when the com- 
mercial revulsions of 1S'3G and 1S37 shook public and private credit to 
tlieir center, and involved many of the most wealthy houses in New-York 
in hopeless bankruptcy. The day of prosperity again dawned upon the 
metiopoiiSf and the completion of one of the greatest works of modern 
times, soon gave evidence that the untiring vmtgj of bee sons had retrieved 
their credit and their fortunes. 

The want of an adequate snpp^ of water bad lomg been ftlt by tha 
citixensy but the completioa of the Croton Aqueduct in 1842, removed 
the inconveniencey and left an imperishable monument to the gibiy of 
New* York. 

K temporary check in the onward progress of the city was sustained by 

the fire of IS 15, which destroyed property to the value of about seven 
millions of dollars. In the spring of 1849, took place a fearful riot con- 
nected with a theatrical di^pute, in which twenty-three lives were lost. 
The summer of the present year has been marked by an apprehension of 
the ravages of the cholera, but comparatively iew deaths have occurred. 

Such is a brief sketch of the rise and progress of the city that liolds 
the first rank in the Western World, and is biit the second, in commercial 
' importance, on fhe globe. While the settlement of other cities of America 
received an impulse firom religious or political intderance abroad, tha 
fimndations of New-Yodc were laid on the hopes of commercial gain. 
While other cities sprung up and prospered uiMler the vigorous manage- 
ment of those who had transihrred to the wilderness their homes, their 
fortunes, and their liberty. New- York languished under the neglect and 
mismanagement of a foreign corporation. While other cities rapidly ad- 
vanced under the chartered rights of provinces, New-York was forced to 
maintain a servile dependence on the crown. While other cities pursued 
a comparatively uninterrupted course. New* York was often the theater of

wMnMotk mad of war. Bat 19ew-York poMCwed eonnnefeial laeOities 
which other oltiM poueated not, mod the want of the impulses and ad- 
Tanfeages enjojrad by her rivals, was not sufficient to prevent the devdop- 
tneat and use of her oapabititiee. Against the gi e a l est disparity, New- 
York has risen abore comp^tion, and stands the unrivaled metropolis of 
America. 

To those among the living whose energy has contributed to the prosperity 
of New- York, the rank she holds as an emporium of the world must be 
gratifyir^. Bat her future prospects are no less interesting to her sons ; 
and often tiia eager inquiry arises, wiU this unparalleled rapldi^ of pro* 
greM ooBthnM f WiU Naw-Yorkaarpass the eities of the Eastern, as she 
has aarpassed tlKMie of Hie Western World? This Inqairy it wm be oot 
purpose to answer when we have rarveyed in detail her present state, and 
ascertained the nataie and atabSlitjr of her instimtioiis.

DESCRIPTION. 

What hath not time wrought 1 Could the eaceiprising navigator of 
the Hudson revisit the scenes of his diaeoverifiSy would be not exclaim 

where is Mannahaui ?" Could the buigomastera and achepens of a former 
dfnaitf again tread the soil over whioh their jnritdiotiaii onoe extended* 
would Aef not exclaim where la NIeaw AmsCeidamP' And yet two 
eentnrieB have aoaiee elapsed since the Ibrmer pointed ont the 1o8ation» 
and the latter diveoted die progress, of the infimt state. Two oentnries 
have snflBoed to convert a settlement of a few trading booses into a me- 
tropolis eqoaled, in 8iBB» or commercial impoctanoe* by ibw in the 
world. Where the Indian paddlod his light canoe, now floats the gigintio 
liattle-ship; the shoves that reoeived the contents of the fishing wiers, aro 
now lined with the vehicles of commerce ; the solitary foot path that 
wound through die forest has disappeared, and in the wide avenues are 
seen the busy crowds ; where the sacrifioes of a snperstitloiis religion were 
ofoed, the spires of Christiaa sanctoaries now point to heaven. 

The island of New York, the whole of which is included within the 
limits of the city, is about 13 1-3 miles in length from north to south, 

with an average breadth of one mile and three fourths. It is bounded on 
the north by Harlem River and SpuylvUi Dnyvel Cnn k, which connect to- 
gether and separate it Irom the main land ; on the east by the East River; 
on the south by the Harbor ; and on the west by the Hudson or North River. 
It is separated from the Atlantic Ocean by a capacious harbor, twenty- 
five miles in circumference, which is connected with an outer bay and 
the ocean by a strait called the Narrows. 

The avenues to the city are vvoU defended. At the Narrows, are Fort 
Hamilton and La P'ayetle on Long Ireland, ami Forts Tompkins and Rich- 
mond on Staten Island. Fort La Fayette is built on a reef two hundred 
yards iiom the shore and is covered by Fort Uamiiton i Fort Tompkins^ 
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BttiTOandlnff Waters — Surface of the Island— Streets. 

Standing on the bights of Staten Island, and noted for its many rabterran- 
can passages, protects Fort&ichmond and othersea coast batteries. The in- 
. ner harbor contains Governor's, Bedlow's and Ellis's islands, all stnmglj 
fbrtified. On the North West point at Governor's Island stands Castle Wil- 
liams, a eiicular stone batteiy, connected hy a covered passage with Fort 
Columbus, built in the shape of a star, on the South side of the island. 
Another battery commands the passage, between Governor's Island and 
Long Island, called Buttermilk Channel. The entrance to the East River 
from Long Island Sound is protected by Fort Schuyler on Throg's Neck* 
With these dofimceB New York may never lear bon^ardment. 

The appearance of the island was originaHy greatly diversified. Snddeo 
acclivities and craggy rocks were intermingled with ponds and marshes. 
But the magic wand of art has passed over the place. Hills, moving from 
their foundations, have driven the angler from bis brooks, and the skat^ 

ing boy from the scenes of his favorite sport. 

The island of New York presents a field for geological research not 
devoid of inte»'est. Its rocks are almost exclusively primitive, and con- 
sist chiefly of gneiss, micaceous gneiss, hornblciidic gneiss, hornblende 
slate, hornblende rock, limestone, the antliophyllite rook, and granite^ 
The prevailing rock is micaceous gneis>', wliich underlies the lower 
portion of the inland, being covered by a bed of diluvium, but as we 
proceed farther north croj^s out in many places. The diluvium is from 
ten to ei^'bty feet in depth, and rests on the same or greater thickness of 
alluvial or tertiary sands, which last are highly stratified, and in many 
places exhibit the appearance of ripples as from the retiring waves of the 
ocean. The northern extremity of the island is composed of limestone. 

Nor is New York altogether wanting in mineralogical interest. Quartz 
chry?;tals, rose quartz, epidote, tourmaline, brown garnets, serpentine* 
red slilbite, white pyrozene, fetid felspar, iron pyrites, and white tremo- 
lite, are some of the minerals which the rocks of New York reveal to the 
gaze and examination of science.* 

The Boutheni portion of the island, including about one fifUi of die 
whole area, is compactly built. The remainder is mostly under tillage. 
▲ few narrow and crooked streets that have existed from the days of Pieter 
Wolfersten Van Conwenhoven, and which, according tovthe ftcetloitB 
Knickerbocker, were opened by the kine of the settlement, have occasion- 
ed much scandal as to the regularity of New- York ; but that must be a 

iperficial view that passes over those noble streets that traverse nearly the

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whole length of the city without a deviation to the right himd or to the 
left, or all the northern half of the compact part of the city which scaroe 
includes an angle more or less than 90*=', or those spacious and splendid 
avenues lliat, eleven in number, and each 100 feet in width, run parallel 
to each other through the upper wards to the remote extremity of the island. 
In a few years, too, the most irregular portions of the city may perhaps 
suit those who now declaim so loudly against its want of regularity. Pro- 
bably no other city would have evinced the public spirit of New York ia 
widenirii^ and straightening its ancient streets. Large piles of valuable 
buildings have opposed no barrier to the accomplishment of this object. 
The work of improvement is not yet completed. While we write, the 
crash of buildings, under the hand of innovation, can be heard, making 
way for an outlet to one of the principal business streets of the city.* 

Broadway is the great tiioroughfaie of New- York. It extends from the 
Battny, or scmtbern extremity of the city, about N. E. by N.f to UniOQ 
Place, a distance of 2 1-2 miles, in a perfectly straight line, with the aoep- 
tion of a slight angle a few rods before its termination. Hie great proni»* 
Bade for beaa^ and fashion, it contains the largett and mooft splendid re- 
tail stoies in the ci^. Here maj be seen tlie silks of China and the rich 
ftbries of India and Thibet ; the maanftctoriet of Europe and onr own 
continent liavehcre poured forth their treasarec; the pieoioos metals 
have been made tributary, and the glittering windows display the in« 
gennity of ait. Broadway, though 80 foet wide, is too contracted for the 
free passage of die nnmerons vehicles with which it is always thronged. 
The principal lines of omnibnses pass through this street, but their pro* 
giess in its lower portionis so slow, that dieir utility for short distances 
is much diminished. To obTiate diis IncooYieDoe an derated railway 
has been proposed, but opposition of some of die ciUaens to this measure 
has yet to be removed. 
Among other streets prominent for width, length or beauty, may be 
^ mentioned the Bowery, East and West Broadway, and Chatham, Canal 
Hudson and Greenwich streets. Pearl street, one mile and three eighths 
in length, at the same time the most irregular and the most important 
business street in the city, commences at State-street, a short distance 
from Broadway, and having described a zigzag curve terminates in 
Broadway, nearly a mile from the Battery. Pearl street, a htmdred and 
fifty years ago, was the shore of the East River.if Maiden Lane, now a 
most important business street, was the favorite resort of the maidens

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of Nieu\v-Ainstrr(l:un.* The souUiern portion of tlie city is almost ex- 
clusively devoted to business purposes, niul a more minute de^criptioa 
will be appropriate wheu we come to speak of the trade and commerce 
of New York. 

Tlie northern portion of the island, most of which is not yet thickly 
settled, wa> laid out in a re^'uhir niauner, under the superintendence of 
Governeur Morris, De Witt Clinton and John Ruthcrtord, commission- 
ers appointed for the purpose by the legislature of New York in 1S07. 
The survey by John Randall, Jr. was commenced in ISll and occupied 
ten years. The avenues before alluded to were laid out in this survey, 
and baye been cut through the opposing rocks and hills at great expense. 
They are interaeoted by 15G cross streets, numerically designated, which» 
with the aveaneB, ibrm obJong raotangles, most of them 200 by 800 feet. 

The streets are mostly paved with the common round paving stone, 
« Bat the ** Rues FAyMmxxr/* invented by Horace P. Rius, Esq., has during 
the last two yean been introduced into several placet in the ei^. 
Though expensive* it k most durable, and will doublkff prove in the 
end the cheapest diat could be used. It consists of blocks of trap, about 
10 inches in depth, laid in ranges, in losenge formed division, by 
which the edges ate presented diagonally to the wheel tire of carriages. 
This superstructure rests upon a substructure of concrete, arranged in 
sections that can be lifted out to afford access to the pipes beneath. Thia 
substructure likewise rests upon a foundation of chips of granite or other 
stone; the whole fiurming a consolidated mass, about 18 inches in thick- 
ness, that it does not seem possible to equal in durabUity. The first block 
of this pavement was laid in Broadway, between Chambers and Reade 
streets, in July, 1846, at an expense of $3901 ; $1350 of which was paid 
by the corporation, $990 by property owners, and the bakmce by Mr. 
Russ. In August, 1847, the block in Broadway, between Washington, 
and Waverley Places, embracing 840 square yards, was laid at an ex- 
pense of $4600, one*third of which was paid by the corporation, and 
the balance by property ovratBO^ In 184S, the space around tlie Herald 
and Sun bnOdings, (comer of Nassau and Fulton streets,) 680 square 
yvds was paved at an expense of 83,700, the corporation paying Jj^Ool, 
tlie proprietors of the Herald and Sun the balance of the ainount. These 
experiuieuLs apparently successful in their issue caused the coiporation

tc decide u\)un laying down this pavement, at the sole exj)ense oi the city, 
in Broadway, from Chambers-street to Maiden Lane, a space embracing 
about 9000 square yards, and the contracts were performed, in 1S4S and 
1849, by Messrs. Russ & Reid at ^5,50 per square yard. Thcri' can be 
no doubt that this pavement will, in a few years> sapersede all others in 
.the great thoroughfares of the city. 

Although New York is not so well supplied with PrBLic Grottnds as 
might be desired, in consequence of the neglect of the City Fathers to 
reserve, when the soil was not as valuable as at present, a sufficient 
portion for this purpose; yet we can boast of several splendid proine* 
nadcs, and one not surpassed, if equaled, in this country. 

The Batxert, at the southern extremis of the island, forms an irregu- 
^ lar figure, resembling a quarter section of the space included between 
two concentric circles.* As its name denotes, it was formerly devoted to 
the defence of the city, but the embankmeats thrown up by the Dutch 
were not kept in repair, and the wide spreading sycamores that soon over- 
thaded these military preparations were consecrated to a far different 
purpose. ** The old burghers would repair of an afternoon to smoke their 
pipes under the shade of their branches, contemplatiog the golden sun, as 
he gradually sunk in the west, an embfem of that tranquil end toward 
which themselves were hastening; while the young men and the damsds 
of the town would take many a moonlight stroll among these fitvor'te 
haunts, watching the chaste Cynthia tremble along the calm bosom of the 
bay, or light up the white sail of some gliding bark, and interchanging 
the- honest vows of constant afiection. Such was die origin of that to 
nowned walk, tiu battery^ which, though ostensibly devoted to the pur^ 
poses of war, has ever been consecrated to the sweet delights of peace.^ 
Nor was the enchantment of this scene confined to the time of the Knick- 
erbocker maidens. Extended in its limits ; inclosed by an iron railing 
on the side next the city, and by an open railing with stone posts on a 
ibnndation of solid masonry on the water side; laid out with grass plots 
and gravel walks ; planted with many additional trees ; and presenting 
a view enlivened at dilforent times by ihe sails of everv nation ; it draws 
within its precincts by a more irrssistible attraction, the young men and 
maidens of our own days, whose breasts are heaving with tender emotions, 
M well as all, of whatever age, sex or condition in life, who desire to 
avoid the noise and dust of the busy metropolis. ** The favorite walk of 
declining age ; the healthful resort of the feeble invalid ; the Sunday re-

freshinent of the dusty traclesinan ; the scene of many a boyish gambol 
the rendezvous of many a tender assignation ; the conilbrt of the citizen; 
the ornament of New York, and the pride of the lovHy ishmd of Man- 
nahatta/* — such is the encomium it has justl/ earned Irom the most 
beautiful of American writers. 

The Bowling Grekn', an ellipse, wlio?c diameters are respectively 
two hundred and twenty and one hundred and forty feet, situated at the 
foot of Broadway, likewise claims attention for many historical associa- 
tions. It was here that tlie Knickerbockers were accustomed to engage in 
the sport of bowling, and hence originated the name it still bears. On the 
twenty-first day of August, 1770, a procession, moving to the sound oi 
martial music and the discharge of cannon, had celebrated the birth day 
of the reigning monarch, George III, by erecting in the Bowling Green, 
a leaden equestrian statue of the King. Six years is often a sufficient 
period to shake the feelings of loyalty. In April, 1776, a body of the 
people, who had strongly imbibed the spirit of liberty, under the lead of 
one Belden, overthrew the horse and his rider, and distributed the leaden 
materials of wfaiob they were composed among the militaiy oompanies, 
who melted them into musket balls to be used against the soldiers of the 
very king whom the statue represented. Prerions to this incident, the balls 
that surmonnled the posts of the iron railing inclosing the Green had 
been broken oC ^mhA. to this day the marks of violence remain. One 
entile post, vdtb its head upon its shonldets, still stands near the southern 
entrsnoe to the Oreen, a memento of the ibrmer glory of Its brethren. 
The Green is now omamenled with a fountain supplied by the Water 
Works of the ei^. The jets are made to &U upon an uncouth mass of 
rocks whidh, in the opinion of 8om«, gives to the scene a wild and 
picturesq[ue appearance.** 

As we proceed up Broadway, the next pnUio ground that meets our 
view Is the <* Cm Fau,** bounded by Broadway, Chatham, Center, 
and Chambers streets. Its shape is that of a right angled triangle with 
one of die aente angles cut off by a line parallel to the opposite side. It 
contains over eleven acres, and is snrrounded by an iron fence, on a 
plinth of brown fieeslone, diat cost the city over $15,000. Four public 
bnildings, the City Hall, the New City Hall, the Hall of Records, and the 
Rotunda, formerly the Post-Ofhce, but now occupied by the offices of the 
Alms-House Department, are included within its limits. The most interest- 
in^ feature of the Park is a large fountain near its southern termination, 
•which throws the water in a single stream to the hight of seventy A-et. 
The jets are so arranged as to admit of various combinations, which is far 
more ])leasing tlian a uniformity of the most beautiful figure, Tlie basin 
of the fountain is one hundred feet wide, and surioujided by a marble

border. The space between the basin and an ornamental iron railing 
that surrounds it at the distance of 12 £eet» is exubeiiished with shrubs 
and Hovvering plants. 

Hudson Square, or St, John's Park, is a highly ornamented enclosure, 
of about four acres, situated in front of St. John's Church, and bounded 
by Hudson, Laii;ht, Varick and Beach streets. It stands in the name of 
the corporation ot Trinity Church, tliough it is virtually the property of 
the surrounding owners ; and its privileges are confined to the proprietors 
and such others as are permitted on their xeoommendation to hire keys at 
the aniiaal charge of ten dollars. It is surrounded by ma iron fence, 
contains a most beaatiful fountain* and is more abundantly supplied with 
shrubs and flowers than any other park in the city. 

Washinoton Squakb» containing nina and a half aeies, bounded by 
Waverley Place, (named in honor of the author of Wa^erley,") and Woos- 
ter» Fourth, and MoDongal streets, was fiirmed in 1837 by adding to the 
ground formerly used as the Potter's Field about one half more purchased 
of private owners. The bones were collected and deposited in tienches 
on the sides of the square. Washington Square, has been until xeocatly» 
the principal military parade ground in the city. 

Tompkins Squabb, containing more than ten acres, between Avenues A 
and B, and Seventh and Tenth Streets, is now used for the exhibition of 
military tactics ; but the trees have not yet sufficiently grown to render it 
a desirable promenade. This portion of the city is now being rapidly 
settled, and Tompkins Square, one of the largest enclosures on the lower 
part of the island, will doubtless, in a few years, become a place oi Ire- 
quent resort. 

^ Union Place, at the northern termination of Broadway, an ellipse, 
whose lonjj:er tliameter is C)')(j feet and its shorter 292 feet, is ornamented 
by an exjx'iisive iron fence, an ele<^ant fountain, and beaut iful walks 
and j^hrubbery. It is surrounded by splendid private mansions, some 
of wliich are of costly niagniHcence, and its vicinity is the most fash- 
ionable portion of the city. 

Gbamercy Pakk, between the 3d and 4th Avenues, and 20th and 21st 
Streets, is 400 feet long and IS 4 wide. It is a private park belonging to 
the proprietors of the sixty adjaeent lots, having been gratuitously pre- 
sented to them in the year 1831, by Samuel 6. Haggles, Esq., to whom this 
portion of the city is greatly indebted for its settlement and beau^. The 
trees and shrubbeEy were planted about twelve years since, imder the di« 
rectfon of Charles A. Davis, Esq., and their beauty and variety reflect 
much credit on his judgment and taste. An elegant fountain has just been 
eompleted at the cost of about ^000. Though Gtameroy Park is a priv-

The yards and cemeteries that surround several of the churches in the 
thickly settled portion of tlie city, may be mentioned as a partial compen- 
sation for its deficiency in grounds appropriated to public use; but, as 
they are only open on the Sabbath, they little more than sen-e the pijr|)ose 
of relieving the eye, by theix occasional patches of veidure, from the mo- 
notony oi a crowded city. 

Those who wish to pursue the topography of the city further, or ascer- 
tain particulars respecting its plan or extent, are referred to an accurate 
map in the first part of tbi>^ volume. "We will, however, present the fol- 
lowing table of distances, compiled with great care from llio M<xlol of 
Kew York, a work which, considered merely as a plan of the city, is by 
fer the largest and acknowledged to bo tlie most accurate e\cr taken.*

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Having glanced at the external appearanee of the city, let us deaoend 
beneath the snxiaee, and see what underground New York presents. Jf 
the pavements of any of the principai streets be removed and an exeava* 
tionofa few Si&eil made in the eartb» two sets of iron pipes appear. 
Let die work of ezeaTation be oontinoed a few ftet deeper, and a culvert 
o£ brick work is brought to view. 

The larger of these sets of pipes belongs to the Croton Water "Works. 
A copious supply of good water is the greatest blessing a city can pos- 
sess. It is alike necessary to healthy comfort* and protection against the

devouring element. 

This necessity early engaged the attention of the legislators of New 
York. In the year 1774, a project was set on Ibot to construct a city re- 
ficrvoir on.tiie^Uist side of Broadway, near its present intersection with 
Franklin Street, which was to be supplied with water forced up from m 
well by a .steam engine. To meet the neeessaiy expendituies* jmper 
notes to the amount of iCSJSOO w^re issued. Several of these notes are 
Still hi existence. The following is a copy ol one in the possession of 
Issaohar J* Cossens, Es(|.

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• The Revolutionary War pave the death blow to this enterprise. 

From 1785 to 1798, the subject of suj^plying the ci(y with water oc- 
cupied at intervals the attention of tho city councils. The sources relied 
upon, in all the proposed schemes, were wells or springs on the island, or 
the Tea Water Pump» at the present corner of Pearl and Chatham streets. 
In 1798, a report was presented to the Conunoii Council, by a committee 
appointed to investigate the subject* recommending the introduction of 
ihe WElenof the Bronx River. An ozamination of that river by suitable 
aogSneefs ensued* and tho pviject appeared likely to be carried into efiect* 
when private speeulation interfereda and the matter passed from the 
liands of the city authorities. Aaron Burr* at that time a member of tha 
Legislamie, applied for an act of inoorpoiation for a company in whom 
■hottld be vested the right of snpplyinf the city with water* with the 

4 
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privilege of using their surplus capital in banking. The application was 
successful, and the consent of the city obtained to the measure by the 
permission to subscribe for two thousand sliares of the stock. But the 
anticipations of the citizens for a supply of pure water were not realized 
The Manhattan Company, it is true, sunk a well within the limits of 
the city, and laid down wooden pipes in the struts for the distribution of 
the water: but, banking being in fact the principal, instead of the 
subordinate object of the company, it could not be expected that ttoy 
great enterprise would result from its organization. 

Still the matter was not again seriously agitated until after the last 
wai witli Great Britain. Between the years 1816 and 1830, scarcely a 
year passed without the revival of an old or the proposal of a new 
scheme. The introduction of the Bronx River, the boring of Artesian 
Wells, the bringing of the waters of the Housatonio River in Ccmnecti* 
ent to the city by an open canaU both for the pnrpoees of commerce 
and of supplying the city with water, and the construction of a similar 
canal to Sharon, Gonneeticat* are some of the projects that snccessiYely 
claimed the attention of the coanoils of New York or of the public. 

In 1820, the city authorities were aroused, in consequence of a great 
loss of property by the fires of the prerious year, to the consideration of 
a plan for efficiently providing the oi^ widi water for the extinguish- 
ment of fires. It was proposed that a reservoir should be constructed on 
a rock in Thirteendi street, and be connected with hydrants in different 
parts of the city by means of iron pipes. Ridicule was invoked to defeat 
this scheme. The supply of water, it was declared, would not fill a 
tea-ketde, much less answer the demands of the city. Give us the 
tank and pipes, and we engage to fill them, if we have to cany the 
water in quart bottles,'* was the reply of a member* to whom, in a difier- 
ent official capacity, was reserved the duty, thirteen years afterwards, 
to fill this very tank, and these same pipes, not by the emptying of quart 
bottles, but by opening the gates of a resistless torrent. In the mean 
time, too, it was not necessary to redeem the pledge by the provision of 
the latter clause, and the successful accomplishment of the plan served as 
an incentive to one of the noblest undertakings of modern times. 

After the lapse of fourteen years, in which many schemes for the 
general wants of the city had been devised, but none executed, a new 
source of supply in 1830 presented its claims to the Common Council. 
The introduction of the Croton river had in former years haen incident- 
ally su},'m,"M^.j^ but the memorial of Francis B. Phelps, Esq., on the 17lli 
of May of tlmt year» was the first definite proposal for the undertaking. 

« flmasl Msvens, Isq. 
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Nolhiqg, however* was aocompluhed until after the ezaminatioa of CoL 
J)e Witt Glintoa in 1839, made at the reqaflst of the Common Connoil, 
who^ in opposition to the opinion of all the engineers and committees 
that had investigated the subject, reported in &Yor of the Croton river 
as the only source on which the city should rely, when Major Douglass, 
addUfol engineer, was appointed to survey aodong other routes the line 
iirom the Croton to New York. This survey in 1833, made under Com* 
missioners appointed by the State, and the sobsequent report, forever 
swept away all traces of other projects. 

It only remained to be seen whether those who were to supply the 
means, would abandon the enterprize. In April, 1835, a majority of 
17,330 to 5,963 votes decided that the Croton should How through the 
streets. On the 4th of July, 1^42, the President of the Board of Com- 
missioners opened the gates of a new reservoir, and tiio river that was 
diverted more than forty miles from its course, rushed into the pipes that, 
thirteen years before, had been eonstructed amid the ridicule of opponents. 

The sun never ascended the heavens more brilliantly than on tho 
morning of the 14th of October, 1842. At sunrise might be heard the 
roaring of cannon and the pealing of bells. The day has arrived when 
the introduction of those waters that gush forth in the streets and houses 
of New York shall be celebrated with demonstrations of joy. At the 
hour of nine a j^plcndid banner, representing on one side Neptune as 
having achieved a victory over the Demon of Fire, and on the other the 
Queen of Cities pointing to the noble work that had just been completed, 
was presented with due ceremonies by (he Mayor, in behalf of the 
Common Council, to the ofhcers and memborsof the Fire Department. 
At ten o'clock a military and civic procession, seven miles in length» 
with flying banners and lively music, left the Battery. The progress of 
the glittering pageant was greeted with the sudden opening of beautiful 
fountains, and tlie shouts of the joyous people. At half past four 
o'clock, the different divisions of the procession, having passed through 
the principal streets, were arranged in the Park to listen to the addresses 
of Samuel Stevens and J. L. Lawrence, Esqrs., the former of whom, as 
President of the State Board of "Water Commissioners, committed to the 
latter, as President of the Croton Aqueduct Board, the custody of the stu* 
pendous work just completed. The following ode, wriuen for the oc- 
casion by Gen. Geo. P. Morris, was then sung by the members of the 
New York Saored Music Society around the gushing waters of the Park 
Fountain.

When the voices of the perfbrmen ceaaed» the voices of the whole mnl* 
titude were raised* and the ceiemonies of the dajr closed with xUno 
hearty cheers. 

The Ciotoa Aqueduct is a condait of the most solid masoniy. Com* 
neiiciDg abont six miles above the mouth of the Croton River, a stream 
of the greatest purity, where the water is raised 40 feet above the level of 
the river, and 166 feet above mean tide, by means of a dam^ it follows 
the course of the Croton nearly to its month ; and then passes along^the 
banks of the Hudson, with a general deelivi^ of about 13 1-4 inches 
per mi|B. It crosses the Harlem River on a magnificent and lofty bridge 
of stone, 1450 feet long, and 114 feet above the level of high water, 
and thence proceeds through the Manhattan and Clendenltig Valleys, and 
the intervening high grounds, to the receiving reservoir at 86th Streut in 
Yorkville. The masonry then gives place to iron pipes, througlt M hich 
the water is conveyed about two miles farther to the distributing re- 
servoir on Murray Hill, in 42nd Street. From this point the principal 
distributing pipes proceed to the extremities of the city, scndin<? lorth 
at aliiiost every corner, branches that penetrate the various streets, and 
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in dieir torn send finrth rabordiniUa bimaobos that deliver die wmter into 
the honaes of the eitlzens. The looglh of the aqnediiet to the dlecribol- 
ijog lesemir is 40 1-2 miles, but adding live milss iir the length of the 
teservoir or lake, called Cioton Lake« created bjr the eieetkm of the 
dam, and four miles for the length oC the main pipes eslending to the 
most southern portion of die city, and the whole length ol the Croton 
aqnedaot may be estimated at about fifty miles. 

The fimnation of the country through iiiilch die aqueduct puses pre- 
sented unnstial obstacles to the construction d such a work. It was ne- 
cessary to cut down hills and fill up valleys, to cross streams and j)icrce 
through rocks. On the line of the aqueduct are 114 culverts, with an 
a^regate length of 7,959 feet, and 16 tunnels, varying from 100 to 1,2G3 
Xeet in length, whose nggre<^ate length is 6,841 feet. 

The dimensions ol the Croton Aqueduct are ample. At its completion, 
the Commissioners and Enc^ineers* accomplished a journey through its 
whole length on foot. At the introduction of the water, a similar voyage 
made by four persons in the *' Croton Maid," a boat prepared for the 
purpose, gave evidence tliat no insignificant stream was flowing into the 
city. The greatest interior width of the aqueduct is 7 feet 5 inches^ 
and its greatest interior height 8 feet 5 1-2 inches. It is capable ofdis* 
charging 60,000,000 galkms daily. The Croton Lake covers an aiea 
of about 400 acres, and contains 500,000,000 gallons. The minimum 
flow of water from the Croton is 27,000,000 gallons daily, and with tlie 
aid of the lake, would supply in long continued drought 35,000,000 gal- 
lons daily, which would be mom than sufficient for twice the present po- 
pulation of New Toifc ; and, if it ever becomes necessary, other resenroirs 
can be constructed on ike river that would fuimish to the aoqueduot a 
supply beyond its capacity for delivery. The receiving reservoir is 
bounded by 6th and 7th Avenues, and 79th and 86di Streets, covering 
an area of 35 acres, and containing 150,000,000 gallons. The distribut- 
ing reservoir is located on the 5th Avenue, between 40th and 42d Streets, 
and contains 20,000,000 gaUons. These reservoirs, as well as the Har- 
lem river bridge, are objects of great interest, and often visited by citiaens 
and strangers. 

In magnitude of design and solidity of eonstmctlon, the Croion Aque- 
duct throws into the shade all similar structures of modern times, and 
even rivals the Aqua Mareia and the Anio Novus of ancient Rome. As 

an instance of the liberality and enterprise of a free people it stands pre- 
eminent It was constructed by a single city, during a period of great 
commercial embarrassment, and in the face of great natural difficulties,

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nHiile jet in dM mkmay of its giowth. The citizens of New-Tork have 
aol been satisfied with Mi&ply rappljiiig their own wants at a moderate 
ooeC Thef have aoled finr the benefit of future generations. Tlie successful 
aooomplishment of this gigantio undnrtaking, at the enormous expense 
of nine millions of doUars» has afibrded them more satisfaction than 
thejr could hxwe derived firom any project, however small the required 
expenditure, that would merely have provided fbr the present or the early 
future. They are, however, by no means insensible to the great bless- 
ings immediately conferred by this noble work. Their experience has 
already shown them that sobriety and cleanliness have been promoted, 
convenience and comfort enhanced, the power of disease lessened, the fa- 
cilities of mechanical oiJerations increased, and a protection ag;iin'-t tlio 
ravages of fire secured. But it is peculiarly for other times that the Cro- 
ton rolls its waves into the heart of a populous city. When the whole 
island of New-York shall be peopled with inhabitants, and tlie experience 
of years, and perhaps of ages, shall have discovered a thousand advan- 
tages not yet conceived of, and suggested a thousand new uses to which 
it may be made subservient, then, and not till then, can the value of the 
Croton Aqueduct be duly appreciated. And when, in ages still mote re- 
mote, other monuments of art shall have crumbled into dust, or present 
the meie tmoes of their former greatness, will the river sweep through its 
enduring channels of mftsonry,

But in our subterranean search we discovered anotlicr set of pipes 
■mailer than those used for the distribution of the Croton Water. Through 
these is conveyed the gas used for lighting the city. Two companies sup- 
ply this gap., the New-York Gas Light Co. and the Manhattan Gas Light Co. 

Tlie New- York Gas Light Company was incorporated in 1823, with a 
oapital of one million of dollars, in shares of 050 each. By an agreement 
with the u^uniclpal authorities^ the company obtained the exclusive right, 
under certain conditions^ to supply with gas, for thirty years, all that part 
of the city that lies south of a line running from the East River, through 
Qrand-street to Sullivan-stjreet, throu|^ SttDivan-street to Canal-street, 
and through Canal*street to the North River. The principal streets, most 
of the stores, and many other buildings are thus lighted. The works of 
this Company are on the comer of Canal and Center streets, and on the 
comer of Hester and Center streets; but they will soon be removed to new 
buildings on the East River, between Twenty-first and Twenty-second 
streets, that ate nearly eompletft).

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The Manhattan Gas Light Company received its charter Feb. 20, 1890. 
Its original capital was five hundred thousand dollars^ coDsistlng of shaies 
of $50 each, but on the 29th of Aprils 18i7» it was increased by act of the 
LegislatiiKe to one tniUion of dollars. It eiqoys, hy virtue of a oootract with 
the Corporation simihir to that of tho New-Tork Oas Light Goinpany» 
made the fifth day of May, lb48, the sole privily of lighting for twenty 
years all that portion of the city that lies north of the district assigned to 
that Company. The Manhattan Gas Works are situated at the foot of 
Eighteenth-street, North River. 

The gas furnished by these companies is measured by a piece of me- 
chanism, called a meter, which is attached to each building. Connected 
with the meter is a cylinder or drum, divided into compartments, each 
holdins; a certain portion of a cubic foot. Tlie passage of the gas causes 
this drum to revolve on an axis, which gives motion to the wheel work of 
an index by which the number ol cubic feet of gas consumed is indicated. 
A visit to the Gas Works, which are open to public inspection, will wcU 
reward the curious. 

The aj)pearancc which New- York presents on a dark evoninLr, illumin- 
ated by its thousands of bright lij^lits, is in strikingcontrast with tlic exhi- 
bition of the first methods of lighting ilio city. How would New-Yorkers be 
satisfied were every housekeeper ordered to place lights in the windows 
fronting the respective streets in the dark time of the moon under the penalty 
ofnine-pence for each night of default, or, were it enacted, as an improve- 
ment on this ordinance, that every seventh house should hang out a pole 
with a lantern and candle, and the intermediate^ six hr>uses share propor- 
tionally in the expense. And yet these two methods of ilium ination guided 
the pathway of tho evening traveler in New- York at the oommencement 
of the last century.* 

In addition to the water and gas pipes, we beheld, at some distance be- 
low the surfiice of the ground, a covered canal, which, firom its size, seemed 
intended for an important purpose. This was one of the sbwsbs used 
for the dminage of the city. The sewers are constructed of hard brick, 
with the joints laid close and filled with mortar. In some eases hydraulic 
oement is used; and, when necessary^ there is a phunk foundation. Th^ 
are firom three to nine feet in diameter, about thirteen ibet below the sur- 
face of the ground, and run through many of the streets. 

Such are the general features in a hasty glance at the metropolis. Let 
us see by what inmates this vast ** human hive" is peopled.

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The French are descended from tlie ancient Gauls, the Grermans from 
the old Teutonic race, the English from the Ai^lo Saxons and the Biitons ; 
but Americans — the blood of all nations courses the veins of Americans. 
We have extended our open arms to all lands, and their superabundant 
population has found a welcome to our shores. 

Of all places on the American continent, the metropolis presents the great- 
est diversity-. Here and there may be seen the scattered remains of the old 
Knickerbocker race, who, in some dq;ree, preserve thehr identity.'and look 
with jealous eye upon the innovations of their Eastern neighbors, whose 
enterprize and aotivl^ have nearly engrossed the whole trade of the city. 
But New-York is pre-eminently the point to which foreigners direct their 
course. All races, from the gieen isle of the ocean" to the scorching 
•ends of the desert, may find their representatives in this comprehensive 
emporium. 

Diversity is not the only peculiar feature of the population of New*Tork. 
It is numerous. Nearly half a million of human beings now people the 
shores that two centuries ago were trod by a few hundred traders. About 

nineteen twentieths ol th'n^ increase has accrued since the revohition, under 
the intluence of republican institutions, presenting an instance of growth 
in population not to be met with in the history oi any couutiy of the old 
world. 

Quinquennial enumerations are made of the population of New- York ; 
the general governtneut taking a census every ten years, and the t>tate eveiy 
alternate five years. 

The following tabi>e, exhibiting its population atdilferent periods since 
the year 1656, is a history of its rapid growth

It is interesting to look back to estimates made in former years, as to fhe 
probable population of New-Tork in 1850» and find the prophecies of the 
most sanguine more than fulfilled by the reality ; and, while the causes of 
its rapid increase in population still exist, we are justified in making large 
calculations for its future groMTth. But we are getting beyond the limits of 
the pntent, and .We therefore pass on to ascertain, how the dissimilar 
elements that compose the population of New- York, are kept in a state of 
order and traoquillity.

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The problem of mo?t j^overnments has been, how shall the people be 
kept in due subjection ; and this problem has often been solved in blood. 
But the question has never arisen in the councils of New- York, whether 
force or persuasion were the best means of strengthening authority. The 
people have taken it for granted, and have acted on the conviction, that 
tlu y were capable of governing tliemselves — an idea that seems to have 
never entered the minds of monarchs or aristocnits. 

It is now admitted among republicans, thai a government in which the 
legislative power is vested in two bodies, acting in a measure indepen- 
dently of each other, and each opposing checks to the power of the other, 
is the safest and most stable. Our municipal governments, as well as 
tliose of the States, and of the Union, are founded upon this principle. 
New- York furnishes no exception. Its charter vests the legislative autho* 
rity in a Board of Aldermen and a Board of Assistant Aldermen, who to* 
gether form the Common Council of the City. These, with the Mayor, who 
ref) resents the executive jwweot, are elected on the second Tuesday in 
April ot each year, and are sworn into office on the second Tuesday in 
May thereafter. The city is divided into eighteen Wards, each of which 
is entitled to elect one Alderman and one Assistant Alderman. Its juris- 
diction extends to the surioonding waters as &r as low water mark on 
the opposite shores.* 

The buildings situated in the Park form the central point of the City 
Government and of the administration of justic \ 

The City Hall, one of the most imposing edifices in the Union, stands 
nearly in the center of the Park, with a spacious area around it Its cor- 
ner stone was laid September 26, 1803, with due ceremonies, for the ex- 
pense of which, the certainly not extravagant appropriation of fifty dollani 
was made. It was completed in 1812, at an expense of $538,734. The 
citizens of New*York vreie then more moderate in their calculations, as to

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the growth of the oity, thaa at pieaent. The rear of the City Hail wouldt 
in their opinion, never be seen by many nsiding above Chambeia-atieet. 
Acooidioglyy while the Aont and ends of the building weie cooitnioted of 
white marble, they exhibited their eeonomy by building the rear of brown 
freestone. Tiie City Hall oonsists of two stories of the lonio and Conn« 
tbian orders. It* length is 216 feet* its width 105 ieet, and its height 6$ 
ieet. A eupo1a» oC the Composite order, surmounted by a oolossal figure 
of Justice, rises ikom the center of the roof. In tiie rear of this, is a smaOer 
cupola, containing a bell, weighing 9.800 pounds, used Ibr sounding 
alarms.* This building contains the Council Chambers of the diflerent 
Boards of the City Govemmeai^ the Governor's Room, the apartments of 
most of the Courts of Law, and various Public Offices. The Govemoi'a 
Room, and the rooms of the Common Coimcil, are fiimiahed in an elegant 
manner, and decorated with the portraits of characters, eminent in the 
annals of the City or of the Country. 

Tiie Hall of Records, standinj^ cast of the City Hall, and somewhat 
in the rear, was formerly the Debtors' Prison, and not an elegant structure. 
While the cholera raged in the city, in 1S32, it was used as a hospital. 
Having been remodelled, and stuccoed in imitation of white marble, it is 
now a beautiful specimen of architecture. A colonnade of six Ionic 
columns adorns each end of the building, whicli is constructed after the 
model of the temple at Ephesus. Its length is 10 1, and its width 62 fc<. t. 
As its name indicates, it is the depository of the archives of the City, but 
it likewise contains many public offices. 

Thcj New City Hall, a plain building, 260 feet long and 49 feet wide. 
Standing on Chambers-strect, in the rear of the City Hall, was formerly the 
Alms House, but now contains the rooms of tlie United States District and 
the Marine Courts and various offices. 

Bat in New- York it is not merely ibund necessary to enact laws and 
affix to them proper penalties ; a most e flic lent organization for the pre* 
ventlon of crime and the detection of ofienders is indispensible. A laige 
city furnishes peculiar facilities for the operations of the thief and the bur* 
glar. For the safety of lilb and property, it is necessary that due precau* 
tions should be taken to guard every point, and energetie effi>rts made to 
Ibrret out fh>m their lurking-plaoes, tliose who live by depredations upon 
their lellow^men. 

Tm PoLicspBPARTimiT of the City of New-Yotfc fUmishes this fafb« 
guard to the citizens. It Is under the supervision of the Mayor and Com- 
mon Council. The head of the department is called the Chief of Police,

The police department of New-York numbers about nine hundred men, 
and is kept on foot at an annual expense of more than liaU a million of 
dollars. So perfect is the organization that those that frequent the haunts 
of vice, are watched, and the proofs of their identification obtained ; 
and sekLom is it possible for a noted ofiender to remain undetected in the 

oitjr. 
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ComiL'cicd with the police department are three police courts. To 
designate tlie limits of the jurisdiction of each court, the city is divided 
into three districts; the First, Second, Third, Fourth, Fifth and Sixth 
Wards composing the first; the Eighth, Ninth, Twelfth, Fifteenth, Six- 
teenth and Eighteenth Wards composing the second ; and the Seventh, 
Tenth, Eleventli, Thirteenth, Fourteenth and Seventeenth Wards com- 
posing the third district. The police* olTice of the llrst district is at the 
Halls of Justice, in Center-street ; that of the second at Jefferson Market | 
and that of the third at Essex Market. Two justices are attached to 
each court, whose duties are to examine offenders, and to commit thetn^ 
if there be sufHcient proof of their criiiie« to the Court of Sessions. 
Transgressors, of every age, sex, color and comUtion of life, are brought 
before these courts of examination, to answer lo the charges preferred 
against them. Probably there could be no better icene fof observhig tho 
Taried modifications oi human character. 

The HAI.L8 OF Jvsnca, embracing the whole of the block bounded hy 
Center, Leonard, Elm and Franklin fltieets, are the center of the police 
operations of the city. The main edifice, devoted to court and police 
rooms and offices connected with the deportment, stands on Center-street 
and forms, with several smaller buildings and walls on the lines of the 
other streets, an enclosure containing the house of detention, in which 
prisoners awaiting trial are confined. The bnildbogs are of Egyptian 
arehitectnre, and oonstnided of a light colored granite: but the idea 
of gloom in their appearance has given to them the general appellation of 
The Tombs.** The whole block is 853 feet 3 inches long, and 300 feet 
5 inches wide. The house of detention is 142 feet long, and 45 wide, 
and contains 148 cells for prisoners. Strangers or citizens are allowed 
admission to the different departments between the hours of 10 A. M. 
and 3 P. M. The friends of prisoners are allowed to visit them daily. 
The low tract of ground that forms the site of tiie Halls of Justice and 
the surrounding buildings, was formerly a fresh water pond, called "the 
Collect," or, according to the Dutch orthography, ** the Kolck,** having an 
outlet by a creek that run along the present line of Canal-street to the 
North River. But the creek and the surrounding marshes exist now 
only in history ; and the solid ground to which they have given place, is 
covered with crowded blocks of buildings. The foundations for the 
Halls of Justice were rendered secure, by sinking heavy timbers for some 
distance below the water level, and by introducing inverted arches into 
the masonry. A short visit to this abotle of the vicious, will convince 
the most incredulous of the activity of the |>oUce department as it regards 
offiBoders. 3

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It would be impossible to enumerate all the details of the Police Depart- 
ment. We have mentioned suilicient to give an idea of its extent and 
importance. 



Kew-Totk lnmUhes a field for the exercise of benevblence, as weH as 

for the infliction of punishment. Thousands are crowding to our 
shores with no means of subsistence save the toil of their hands, and 
perhaps enter our streets only to become the objects of charity. Thou- 
sands of older inhabitants are liable, by sickness or casualty, to be re- 
duced to a state of penury. The provision for their necessities is not leA 
to private pliilanthropy. 

The Alms-House Department of New-York is extensive. It em 
braces within its ranj^e no less than five establishments, each consi^=;tinp 
of several buil(litin;s, under the superintendence of an officer, styled the 
Ahns-House CommiMioner. 
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Fire Deptrtnent 

At about the commencement of the present century, the grounds on 
the East River, nearly three niiles from the city, formerly uccuj)iecl as 
the residence of the celebiatid Litidley Murray, wt-re purcliased by the 
Corporation, and an occasional mlirniary esiablishtd, to be used during 
any extraordinary prevalence of disease. Other buildings have since 
been atldcd, and the name of Bkllevue Hospital given to the whole. 
The chief edifice, of stone, is 325 feet in len^lh and 55 in width. The 
buildings are enclosed by a high stone wall. Connected with this estab- 
lishment, is the House of Rehige. The present use of the buildings at 
Belk vue is soon to be abandoned, in consequence of the erection of new 
building's on the adjacent islands. 

BlackwelTs Island, in the East River, about four miles from the City 
Hall, contains many buildings connetued with the Aims-House Depart- 
ment. On the south side of the island, stands the City Penitentiary, a 
large (bur story stone edifice, capable of containing one thousand 
coiiTicts. Below this, at the extreme end of the island, is situated the 
Hospital for sick convicts. In the center of the island^ are the' new AlifilP" 
House buildings, consisting of two mam buildings, each with wings^ 
one for males, the other for n>tna1es, and both built of etone. At the 
north end of the island, stands the City Lunatic Asylum, a large and im* 
posing edifice. All these establishments are supplied with smaller 
buildings for subordinate purposes. 

Randall's Island, east by north of BIaekwc(l*s Island, about seven 
snd three-fourths miles from the City Uallt cent tins seven buildings 
behmgtng to the nursery department. Nearly nine huudred children 
are now connected with this establishment^ about two-thirds of which 
lecelve instruction. 

Such is the Alm^-Honse Department of the city of New-Tork» an in- 
gtitution that supports nearly six thousand persons, and furnishes weekly 
aid to two thou^ud others, at an annual expense oi ^00,000. 

The introduction of the Croton water, though it has afforded a greatly 
increased piotcction ag iinst fire, has, by no means, superseded the utility 
of the Fire Department. This institution still retains the egprit du 
cor/;s which has loni; characterized it; and there is no class of citizens 
that di^chnrire their public duties with more zeal and alacrity than the 
firemen of New-Yoilc. 

The Fire Dei)artment contains eighteen hundred men. It is supplied 
with thirty-three en,:;ines, forty-one ho-^e rarria<res, eiti;hl ho )k and lad 
dec trucks, forty-eight hooks, forty hulders, and forty-seven thousand 
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nine hundred feet of hose.* In addition to the lire and liose companies, 
there aie three hydrant companies^ whose duty is to tak» charge of the 
Bydrants in case ol fire. 

For greater lacilities in the extinguishment of fires, the city is divided 
into three fire districts, and each district into two sections. The firsi 
district embraces all that part of the city tliat lies north of a line rnn^ 
ning from the Halls of Justice to the foot of North Moore-street, and 
west of a line from the Halls of Justice through Lafayette and Irving 
Places, and is divided by a line running from the Halls of Justice Co 
the loot of Forty-first-street, North River ; the western portion of which 
is called the first, and the eastern the second section. The second dis- 
trict embraces all that part of the city lying east of the first district, and 
north of a line running from the Halls of Justice to the loot of Roosevelt 
street, and is divided by a line running from the Halls of Justice to the 
foot of Fifteenth-street, East River ; the northern portion of which is called 
tftd the southern the second section. The third district em- 
braces that part of the city that lies south of the first and second dis- 
tricts, and is divided by a line running from the Halls of Justice to the 
foot of Broadway ; the eastern portion of which is called the first, and 
the western the second section. 

A person is always stationed in the cupola of the City Ilall, whose 
duty is, on the appearance of a fire, to sound the alarm, by giving to 
the bell a suflicient number of strokes to indicate the district and section 
in which the fire is located, according to the following schedule : — 

1st District, 1st Section, one stroke, 

«• " 2d two strokes. 

2d «• 1st •* three «« 

** ** 2d « four " 

3d •* 1st " five « 

•« *' 2d " six «< 

No fire company is allowed to remove its apparatus out of the district 
where it is located, except in extraordinary cases of fire, when, by direc- 
tion of the Chief Engineer or one of the Assistants, the whole depart- 
ment is called into service. 

Certain Immunities attach to the fire service in New- York. After a 
connection of seven years with the department, tlie firemen are forever 
exempted from military and jury duty in this State. But this is a poor 
leward for their toils and perils, and they should at least receive, in addi* 
tion, the lasting gratitude of those whose lives and property they protect 
in time of danger.

The Fire Department is likewise a charitable in titution. On the 20tli 
of March, 1793, the firemen were coottituted by act of the L^ialatore 
a body politic; and, since their incorporation, much has been done to 
relieve the needy families of siclc and disabled firemen, as well as the 
widows and orphans of those that are deceased. Their income arises 
from powder and chimne/ fines» initiation feest and other sources; and 
their permanent fnnd now amounts to $37,215. For some years their 
disbnrsements in acts of charity have been neatly ten thousand dollais 
per annum. About two hundred widows receive pensions of twenty-five 
dollars each per annum ; and to widows and orphans are furnished each 
winter about one hundred .tons of coal, and one thousand pairs of shoes.* 
The department, however, could find more numerous instances require 
ing relief, were the benevolence of the communis to provide them with 
the means of extending their usefulness. And we may be permitted to 
call attention to the (hot set forth in the last report of the Trustees, that, 
though Uits association has been in existence for half a century, and the 
objects of its aid present no ordinary claims to the synipathi«« of henevo* 
lence, the first bequest has not yet been made to its charitable luira, 
While other institutions receive the bounty of the liberal, this should 
not pass unnoticed. 

As in all large cities, alarms of fire are frequent in New-York. 
Scarcely a night passes that some portion of the liremen are not called 
into service, and often several tiinrs the same night. The attempt to 
follow the engines in case of alarm to the scene of the fire, is futile. 
Strangers are often seen returning alter a long and fruitless search, hav- 
ing failed to discover the least cause for an alarm. And even when 
there is a fire, and the fire not far distant, it is impossible to approach 
near the scene of conflagration, without danger of injury from the en- 
gines or the crowd. It is only when the heavens are lit up with the re- 
flection of the flames^ that a person may be called out with any prospect 
of witnessing a scene of grandeur. 

New-York, though not a warlike place, acts oo the principle to 
prepare for war in time of peace. Her Miutary Department consists 
of ibur brigades, containing twelve regiments. When lull, the raiments 
will average five hundred men each, but at ptesent the average number 
does not exceed three hundred. By the laws of the State, all able-bodied 
men, between the ages of 18 and 45 years, are subject to military ser- 
vice ; bat the small sum, 75 cenu eaeh year, allowed as a commutation for

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peiforniaiice of du^, while it incieases the levenue, diminishes the num- 
ber of troops. Those who have rendered service for seven years in the 
uniform corps, since 1836, are forever alter exempt from jury duty, and 
from military duty in time of peace. One object of the military organi- 
zation of the city is to quell riots, and protect proper^ In time of danger. 
Seven strokes of the City Hal} bell will call out, within the space of half 
an hour, for the defence of life or property, two thousand men. During 
the conflagrations of 1835 and 1845, the troops of the city were on duty 
day and night. 

For salubrity of climate, New-York is surpassed by iew commercial 
cities in the world ; and every precaution is taken that this natural ad* 
vantage shall not be destroyed by the introduction of foreign disease or 
the rise of contagion from local causes. The Health Dbpartmbht is 

under tlie supervision of the Board of Health, consisting of the Mayor 
ami the Common Coimcil. The Commissioners of Health, consisting of 
ihc Health Oliiccr, the Residont Pliysician, and the Health Conimis- 
- art* -c^ fleers appointed by the State for carrying out the laws re- 
lative to public health, and are always licensed physicians.* They are 
rni powered to liold in trust for the people, the Marine Hospital, belong- 
inij to the State, situated on the eastern shore of Staten Island, and to 
make rules for its government and management. It is the duty of the 
health olTicer to decide what vessels are subject to quarantine, and to 
detain them as long as he shall deem safety rerpiires.f Tlie anchorage 
ground for vessels at quarantine, is near the Marine Hospital, and is de- 
signated by buoys. AH physicians practising in the city of New-York, 
and all keepers of boarding houses, are required by law to report in writ- 
ing to the Mayor, the Board of Health, or either of the Commissioner* 
of Health, every case of contagious disease that comes under their COg* 
nizance ; and it is the duty of the Board of Health to adopt such mei^ 
sures as they may deem expedient to prevent the spreading of the con- 
tagion4 In no other city of the Union* is greater care taken for the pie- 
servation of public health. 

Such are the municipal regulations of New- York for the protection of 

life, of li(^nlth, and of i)roperty.

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CHAPTER IV. 



TRADE AND COMMERCE. 

New- York is a commercial city. Possessing one of the finest harbors 
on the globe, and enjoying unusual facilities of communication with the 
other parts of this continent, she has taken the lead of all her competi- 
tors, and may now be ranked the second commercial city in the world. 

For the prosperity of a community engaged in the pursuits of trade, 
two conditions are requisite— capital, and facilities for using that capital 
to advantage. Where the latter exist, the former will not generally be 
wanting. Capital flows to those points where it is in t;i< ^teatest demand. 

The harbor of New-York is spacious. Upon its bosom, surrounded 
by protecting headlands, might float i" perfect safety the combined 
navies of the world. The depth of «ater at the wharves is sufficient for 
the largest vessels ; and the der''» the channel varies from six to eight 
Ikthoms, except at the b8«-<5ff Sandy Hook, where at the lowest tide it is 
four fathoms.* The harbor avef-age nearly seven feet. Tbs 

mild temperatur'^i and the strong currents that sweep through the adjacent 
xiTeray comi^^ natural advantages of the harbor. For a oentuiy it 
bas Itet^ but twice blockaded with ice.t While other ports are by tbie 
obvcmction rendered comparatively useless in the winter, New-Yorki at 
all seasons of the year, sends forth her mefohantmen to the distant parts 
of the eanh, and reoeives at her wharves the products of every dime. 

New-Tork is not wanting in capital. Enterprise and wealth fiom 
other portions of the Union have ibund here the most advantageous em« 
ployment, and have aided in supplying her with the ** bone and sinew*» 
of commeioe. Inteiested cities have dmwn oomparieons unihvorBble to 
New«Tork with regard to the proportion of capital to credit i but, whilst 
tbe anniie of commeroe bear leeord of a desolation by devouring 
element, twice repeated without causing her to bsHd under Ae seourge ; 
whilst the commercial revulsions of Great Britain make but slight im«

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pression in her midst; whilst the overthrow of dynasties and civil oom* 
motions that shake the governments of the Continent to their centery can« 
not turn her from ** the even tenor of her vray whilst the withdrowment 
of government deposits, that often produces embarrassment in other cities, 
is known to her only as a piece of news; the assertion of the shallow- 
nees of her capital, will be but idle words. 

The capital of New- York is not confined to her own limits. It is to 
be found invested in works of internal improvement, as well as travers* 
ing the whole world, transporting our own products to foreign coun- 
tries, and bringing tc our shores the merchandise and commodities es- 
sential to our convenience and happiness. To thoiijiand-i of seamen, 
laborers, and mechanic?, it allord?! the means of comfortable siib:?istence 

A satisfactory estimate of the capital of Nevv-Yorii, is inipossilile. Too 
many elements enter into such a calcuhition to allow of an approximation 
to accuracy. In a commercial city almost every species o( property can 
be converted mto capital. The foUowint; schedule of the real ami per- 
sonal estate of New- York, as asses.sed during the last eight years, exhibits 
a species of c?vpital which, by the system of hypotliecation, is, in this 
city more than in any otW^r, rendered available for the purposes of trade.*

A view of the moneyed institutions of the city, gives an ld«^ of com« 
merelal activity, rather than of general wealth. There aie in Nev^York 
twen^-sixbanks,t with an aggv^te capital of $96,363,600, and twemy. 
four flre, marine, and lile, (exclusive of the mutual,) insurance companies, 
with an aggregate capital of $8,005,010. There aie besides many in« 
snranoe companies nominally established in other states, whose bnslnoM is 
transacted in New* York fhrougfa the medium of agencies, but the charters 
of which, in consequence of legislative fiusilities, have been elsewheie 
obtained by the capital of New- York.

Wall-atreet Is the oeoter of monetaiy operations of the ci^. In- 
deed, the influence of its transactions is confined to no local interests. 
Thqr excite the attention of moneyed institutions and men of capital 
throughout this country and Europe. The heaviest speculations in storks 
and bonds, in merchandise and real estats, here take place ; end those 
whose moral principle would shrink from the pursuit of the gambler, 
olten engage in monetary tnnsactlons, m a manner and with feelings so 
nearly allied to those of the latter, as to admit of no &Torable compari- 
son. But this imputation can, by no means, rest upon many who are 
daily conversant with these operaticms. Tliere are men whose lives are 
spent in the midst of such pursuits, who are not unduly Influenced by 
the desire of gain, and who are as honorable and coiiicientious in their 
dealings as any portion of the community. 

The Merchants* Exchange occupies the entire irregular block, bounded 
by Wall, William, Exchange and Hanover streets. It wae erected by the 
Merchants' Exchange Company, an association incorporated by the Le- 
gislature in 1823, with a capital of one million of dollars. The present 
edifice was commenced in 1836, and completed in 1842, on the site of 
the former Exchange, which was destroyed in the great fire of 1835. 
Previously to the erection of the latter building, commenced in 1825, and 
completed in 1827, the merchants had met together at the Tontine Coffee 
House, at the comer of Wall and Water streets, a building erected by - 
them for that purpose in 1795. The Merchants' Exchange is justly ad-# 
mired as one of the most splendid specimens of architecture in the 
country. It is built of beautiful syenite from Quincy, Mass., to which 
the quarriers have given the name of Quincy granite," and is entirely 
fiie-prooL It consists of two main stories, with a high basement and 
an attic. Its principal front on Wall*stieet, 196 feet in length, is adorned 
by a colonnade of twelve Ionic cdnmas. Within' these, is a range of six 
similar columns, supporting the ceiUng of a recess for the main entrance 
to the building. The shafts of these eolnmns, thirty feet in hight, are 
single blocks, weighing thirty-three tons. The Rotunda, the name ap- 
plied to the Exchange Hall, occupies the center of the edifice, and is 
surmounted by a magnificent dome, eighty feet in diameter, resting in 
part on eight splendid Corinthian columns of Italian marble. A large 
hall, in the western portion of the building, is devoted to the purposes of 
a Reading Room, containing files of papers from almost every country of 
the world. The other apartments are chiefly occupied by the offices ol 
insurance companies, bankers and brokers. The cost of this noble edihce, 
including the ground on which it Stands, whicii was purchased £ot 
1^768,000, was about $1,800«000.

The Rotunda, between the bonirs of one and two o^clock, when fhs 

Merchants congregnte, presents a scene of the liveliest interest. On every 

lace may be clc|>ictt'd the excitement that reigns within ; and, as the busy 
groups, closely dotting the area of this Temple of Commerce ^ exchange 
their views on the topics of tlie day, and the magnilictMii vault above 
them reverberates the hum of a hundred voices, the beholder is forcibly 
reminded of the glory of ancient Tyre, wlion *' her merchants were princes^ 
and her tratlickers, tiie honorable of the earth." 

At the bonr of half past ten A. M., daily, the Nbw-Yobx Stocsaid Ex« 
OHAROX BoABD meet at their ball in the Exchange, and again, intbimaUj* 
at balf past two, P. M. Tbe objects of this association are, the bnying 
and selling of stocks, specie, dec. No amount less than ft?e hundred doUan 
is permitted to be sokl at this boaid. Fiotitioui sales or contracts are 
ftfbidden, under tbe penalty of expubion. Tbe lee for admission is fi>ur 
Imndred dollars.* 

The meetings of a similar institution, the New Stock Exchangk, are 
held at the same hours in the Exchange. The regulations are nearly the 
same as those of the Stock and Exchange Board Tbe lee ibr admiaaion 
is twenty-five dollars, t 

The only commercial association of note whose meetings are not held at 
the Merchants^ Exchange, is tbe Cbambbb of Commibcs, which meets at 
tho Merchants* Bank. This^institution was organized on the 5th of April, 
1768, for promoting the interests of trade and commerce, and received a 
charter from George III, during the administration of Lieutenant Governor 
Colden, March 13, 1770. Its title was The Corporation op the Cham- 
ber OF Commerce in the City of New- York, in America. I After the 
Revolution, a change in this title became necessary. On the 13th of April, 
1784, the legislature conferred upon the association the name of " Thb 
Corporation of the Chamber of Commerce of the State of New- York. 
The principal feature of this institution consists in the action of two com- 
mittees, respectively designated the ** Committee of Arbitration" and the 

Committee of Appeal." To the former the adjustment of mercantile dif- 
ferences is referred, while the latter has cognizance of cases where an ap« 
peal is mnde, according to the regulations of the Chamber, from the de- 
cision of the ** Committee of Arbitration." Such an appeal is allowed 
only when the amount at issue exceeds one hundred dollars ; and not theut 
if the Committee are unanimous in their decisioUt unless it ezeesd 1Lv%

hundred dollars.* No pcf^ons are allowed meiribership but merchants 
and others whose avocations are con nee led with the trade and coiniuerce 
of the country, who are American citizens, and regularly transacting 
business in the city of New- York; but the privileges ol" arbitration are, 
under certain regulations, extended to those who .are uot members, or not 
eligible to membership.f 

Wall-stxeet likewise contains another important edifice devoted to tho 
purposes of commerce. The Custom Hovsb presents its chief front to 
this street, on the comer of Nassau, though It also fronts on Pine-stieet. 
On the same site, stood the old Federal Hall, in which the inauguration 
of Washington, as President, took place. No otber government baildifig 
In the coontiy is the scene of so varied and extensive monetary operations. 
Here is collected mote than two-thirds of the entire revenne of the Union. 
The edifice was commenced in 1834, and completed in 1842. Its 
model was, with some variations, the Parthenon at Athens. Its length is 
192 leet, and its breadth 90 feet. The colonnade at each end of the 
building consists of eight columns. The principal apartment is oircuUr' 
and surmounted by a splendid dome. A peristyle of sixteen Corinthian 
columns encloses the apartment, and supports the dome. The remainder 
of the building is divided into offices appropriated to the various branches 
of the department. The Custom House, though a splendid structure, is 
too contracted for the immense business transacted within its walls — a 
business constantly increasing;, and which will doubtless require moro 
spai'iou? accommo<lation9 long before the present building has lost its re- 
putation as one of the most admired edifices in the country. The cost Of 
the land, building and appendages, M'as $"1,175,000.

The moneyed operations or the city aie soarcely more concentrated in 
Wall-street, than various kinds of business in other localities. Pearl-street 
has heen until recendy the seat of the importing and jobbing diy goods 
business, though now that branch of trade has extended into Williaroy 
Pine, Cedar, Liberty, and other streets. The wholesale grocers are princi- 
pally congregated in Front-street and vicinity. The boot and shoe dealers 
are located in Pearl-street; the hat and fur dealers in Water-street; the 
hardware dealers in Platt-street and vicinity; and the leather dealers in 
Ferry-street. South-street contains the principal shipping houses and the 
ofhces of most of the i)ackets and steamers that sail to foreign ports.

PiLOTAQB ibr tl^e port of New- York has been, until reoently, resnlated 
by law, bm on the 1st of April, 1845, the State government, owing to 
obvious difficulties connected with legislative monopolies, repealed all 
laws relating to pilots and pitotage by way of Sandy Hook, and left it to 
the merchants of New- York to protect their OMm interests. Two assocla.

The Post-Office now occupies the old Middle Dutch Church, situatai 
on Cedar, Nassau, and Liberty streets. This building is venerable for its 
age, and noted for its historical associations. It was erected in 1729. 
During the war of the Revolution it was desecrated by the British soldieryj 
The interior wood-work was demolished, and the building used first as a 
prison, and afterwards as a riding school ibr practice in the art of horae- 
manabip. In 1844, its use as a church was leUnquished, and a seven- 
years lease given to die general government, at the annual rent of 1^^5000. 

The New- York Post-Ofiice is an immense establishment About sixty- 
seven eleiks are employed in the various departments. Some portion of 
Hwm are on duty ateveiy hour of the day and night, so that the office is 
never closed. About 40,000 letters, and three times that iiymber.of news- 
papers, pass through the Post Oflioe daily. 

The present postmaster is William Y. Brady. The hoars ibr ddivery 
are from 7, 3-4 A. M. to 7, P. M., daily, with the exception of Sunday,

A deep interest has been awakened at New- York in the cause of cheap 
postage. Not satisfied with the present reduction in the rates of postage^ 
the merchants of New- York desiie iurther postal reforms. To aid in ac- 
complishing this object, a society was organiaed, at a meeting held at the 
Meiohantif ^lEohange, on the 2%th of May, 1848, under the title of 
** TwE Nbw-Yobk CasAP Posvaob Absooiatuhc'* The object aimed at 
by the auooiation is, to effect a postal reform, by which pre-paid letters^

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CHAPTER V. 



MORALS AND RELIGION. 



Lams cities never present a pleasing view to the eye of the moralist. 
Vbeie mnlcitttdest of all oplnions» obaraoters and pnrsuits, congregate, 
yice is moie open in appearance and more successful in operation. 
Companions are found to suit every tastCf and individual turpitude 
escapes, in the mass, its merited disgrace. 

We are not disposed to overlook the fact that New-York» in common 
with other large cities, famishes a poor soil for the growth of morality. 
The metropolis of this continent, it is trae, ranks in this respect iar 
above European cities of equal size. But this advantage is to be traoed to 
the superiority of our national character, and not to any circumstances or 
principle peculiar to this city. Fortuitous circumstances may indeed 
elevate the moral character of New-York above that of -^ome of tho 
smaller cities of the Union. But, in general, an equal population, scat- 
tered through the towns and villages of the country, is more deeply 
stamped with conforniify to the dictates of conscience and of religion. 

It would be folly to deny that hundreds of youth, flocking to New-York 
from various sections of the Union, are amurally drawn into those whirl 
pools of vice with which a large city abounds. Educated perhaps in 
correct principles, but inexperienced in tlie wiles of those who trade in 
vice, ^he new comer rushes into the vortex, and is ruined. The theater 
presents its gorgeous pageantry; the haunts of fiishionable intemperance 
exhibit their glittering decorations ; the gaming table alhires with its en* 
ticing arts ; debancheiy sets before him its gilded pleasores; hia eyes are 
dazzled, he becomes dizzjr, and ikUs. The only safeguard in a populout 
oity is, a moral prynoiple, too elevated to be swayed by ridicule, and too 
deeply seated to allow the first dereliction. Such a principle constitutes 
true independence, and is the foundation of all nobleness of character. 

It will be expected that, in a work of this kind, some mention will be 
made of the theaters ; but, as we shall allude to them only to condemn 
their influence, they will find no place beyond the limits of the piesent 
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Th« Befonned Dutch Church. 

chapter. Whether llie legitimate drama ought, or ought not to be sus 
tained, it is not now our purpose to inquire. So long as the theater, as 
at present conducted, is a school of vice ; so long as the representations 
that present the most unnatural views of life, or exhibit its most degrad- 
ing scenes, arc those that especially find favor with the public ; so long as ^ 
nearly every playhouse in the city is the center of a cluster of drinking or 
gaming bouses ; so long as the profession whose lives are spent upon the 
stage, are marked, witli few exceptions, by a state of morals humiliating 
to human nature; we shall be satisfied with leaving unnoticed institutions 
of this character, except to denounce them as one of the diief causes of 
the immorality of New- York. 

To those who deprecate the influence of the fheatari it may be an eyi* 
dence of improvement in the public taste, that, during a period in which 
the population of tlie city has doubled, and the number of the temples of 
religion has mom than doubled, the temples of the drama have soaroely 
increased in number. Whether this fiust is to be attributed to a greater 
patronage bestowed upon those already existing, or whedier it indicate a 
more elevated state of public morals, we will not undertake to say. We 
will rather turn our attention to those edifices. of religious worship, that 
so often meet the eye of the beholder, as he traverses the streets of New- 
York. 

In giving the locations of the churches, we shall prefix a brief sketch 
of the rise and progress of each religious denomination in the ci^.* 

VBB BSFOBHBD DDTCR CAIfSOH 

Was the first that made its appearance in New- York. The early colo- 
nists did not Ibrsake the principles they had embraced in the iathor-land. 
la 1626, a religious soolelgr is supposed to have been organised, and, in 
1633, a church edifice was erected which, in 1643, gave piaee to a new 
buildingt in the fort, subsequently relinquished to the use of the English. 
In 1603, the Dutch, oveicoming the objection that the kxsation was too 
far out of town," erected in Garden-street another house of worsliip, 
afterwards known as the " South Dutch Church." This, with the *' Middle 
Dutch Church," iu Nassau-street, erected in 17'29, and " the North Dutch 
Church" on the present corner of Fulton and William streets erected in

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1769, constituted the *' Colleeiate Cliurch.'* Duriiig the war of the Re- 
vokilion, the North and Middle Dutch Churches sutfered greatly Irom the 
desecrations of the Bcitish soldiery. The latter, as already related, was 
used as a prison and a riding- school. With the exception ol the church at 
Harlem, which was founded before the close of the seventeenth century, 
and the Grerman Reformed Church, which had maintained a connection 
with the Classis of Amsterdam,* these churches formed the only branch 
of the Refbrmed Dutch Chuicb in New- York until the present centaijr, 
during which many others have been added» while changes have occurred 
in the '* Collegiate Church.** Tlie foOowing are the various Refornied 
Butch Churches, with their locations, and the names of their pastors :

Commenced their meetings before the overthrow of the Dutch power. 
In 1057, several of this persuasion arrived from London, two of whom, 
Mary Witherliead and Dorothy Waugh, for delivering exhortations to the 
people, were confined in dungeons. Another, Robert Hodshone, who Mrent 
to Long Island and held a meeting, suffered corporal punishment, and

sot greater tlian the Quak^ generally received in all the provinces, and 
which erased only after an asylum had been provided for them by the 
iettlement oi Pennsylvania.* The first meeting houae, in Little Green- 
■treety is supposed to have been erected at about the close of the sevien- 
taenth eentuix. The eongr^tion that worshiped here was the only so- 
oietj of Friends in New- York until 1819, when another bouse of worship 
was erected in Hester-street Two other meetings have since been 
opened.

THB JBWB«t 

First appeared in New- Amsterdam about the year 1090. Alter the sur- 
xender oi the city to the English, they by no means enjoyed free toleratioii. 
An application to the public authorities, in 1685, ibr permission to establish 
public worship, was nnanccessful ; and, even as late as 1737, the rights 
ci citiaenBhip were denied them4 About the commencement of the last 
century, however, they succeeded in organizing a congregation, and soon 
after erected a small synagogue in Mill-street, now South WiUiam-strset 
A single building supplied their religious wants for more than a century, 
when, about the year 1824, a second congregation was formedi From 
this time their numbers rapiilly mcreased. There are now ten synagogues 
in the city, as given below

THE LUTBBKAN CHVBCH 

Is likewise of early origin. Some of tlie fir^t inliabitnnts were doubtless 
Lutherans. We have authentic accounts of their asscinbiinj^ for ])ublic 
worship about the time of the surrender of the city to the English, but 
the statements as to tlio existence of a church edifice previous to the 
beginning of the eightecnlli century, are contradictory. The public senti- 
ment was against them. One ol the early ministers, on the ground of 
disturbing the peace by inculcating his peculiar sentiments, was repri- 
manded, and afterwards forbidden to preach in the province. About 
the same time, the Dutch sexton at Albany, iearfni of transgressing the 
bounds of his authority, applied to the governor and council for per* 
mission to bury ** Lutherans and aH." The first ehureh edifice of which 
WB have certain knowledge, stood on the comer of Reetor*Btreet and 
Broadway. It was destroyed in the fire ol 1770, and aAerwaids be- 
oane the site of «* Graoe Choroh." Some yeara before the Revolution, « 
feoond Lutheran Choreh was erected in CUff-street, but the congregation 
in a short time removed to a new building, on the present comer of Frank- 
fort and William streets, which afterwards received the name of the 
S wamp Church."* During the war, the Hessian soldiers used this 
building as a place of worship, and their beautiful singing, in their 
native tongue, often drew to the spot crowds of spectators. At the close 
of the war, the two churches were united. Three other churches have 
since arisen, so tiiat, with the German Reformed Church, to which allu* 
sion has been previously made, there are now six Luthemn Churchee in 
the city, as seen in tlie following schedule:

THE EPISCOPAL CHUECH 

Received its existence under legislative patronage. After the surrmder 
oi the city to the English in 1664, the Dutch Church in the fort was 
named ** the King's Chapel." In 1691, it gave place to a new buildii^ 
which continued to hear the same name, until it was destroyed by fire, at 
the time of ** the negro plot.*' In 1696, a new edifice, afterwards called 
•« Trinity Church,** giving birth to the celebrated corporation of that name*

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now possessed of real estate of immense value in the city, was erected at 

the head of Wall-street, "upon the banks of Hudsoa'a river.*** St 

Georj^e's Chapel, erected in 1752, and St. Paul's Chapel, erected in 17G6, 
"Were both branches of Trinity Church. The great lire of 1776 destroyed 
the. parent church, but it was rebuilt in 17S8, again to give place to a 
third edifice, the present magniticent and costly structure, comjdeled in 
1846. The society of St. George's Chapel became a distinct charge in 
1811. St. John's Chapei, elected in 1807, became a branch ol the col- 
leg i ate church, f 

Trinity Church remained the only Episcopal society in New-York until 
nearly the close of the last century, but a religious congregation had arisen, 
under peculiar circumstances, which was destined to become afterwards 
a branch of the Episcopal Church. The revocation of the edict of Nantss, 
which had granted toleration to tiie Huguenots in France, led to their dis- 
persion. A large number sought an a^lum in the new world, and settled 
in New* York and the neighboring villages. A church was erected in 
Pine-ttraet in 1704 ; and many of the poor members, who, after the toil 
of the week, were obHged to walk twenty milee to attend divine worships 
wrote to their friends in Prance of the " great privileges they enjoyed."* 
In 1804, the pastor and people, with joint consent, became connected 
with the Episcopal Church, and, in 1834, removed to a new maibiB 
edifice, on the corner of Franklin and Church streets. 

The other Episct)pal Churches are of such recent origin, tliat we shall 
merely include them in the ibUowing enumeration :

THE PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH 

Is the next in the order ol" age. As early as 170G, a few Presbyterians 
were in the practice of meeting together in private houses. In 1707, the 
Rev. Francis McKemie was imi)ri!>oned by Lord Cornbury, tlie governor, 
for preaching contrary to his orders, but afterwards released on bail. At 
his trial, he was acquitted, but the costs of prosecution, amounting to 
nearly three hundred dollars, weie most unjustly extorted from hiro.* This 
oppoeition did not arrest the progress of the in&nt church. In 1716, a 
vq^lar oiganization was effected, and, in 1719, a place of worship was 
erected in WaU-stieet. When Whilefidd visited New-York in 1740, the 
Presbyterians were the only denomination that received him into their 
pulpit, but their liberality was repaid by numerous accessions attendant 
upon his powerful preach inc. A difforenee of opinion with rq^rd to 
substituting the use of Watts*s, for that of Rouse^s Psalms and Hymns, led 
to the secession, in 1756, of a part of th^ congregation, afterwards termed 
the Scotch Presbyterian Church, who at first occupied a building of their 
own erection in Cedar-street, but, in 1836, located themselves in their 
present splendid marble structure, at the comer of Grand and Crosby 
streets. The increasing numbers of the Wall-street congregation, caused 
the organization of a branch, and the erection of a second church edifice*

completed in 1768. This "was situated in Beekman-street, in " the fields,** 
mud was familiarly denominated ^* the brick meeting." During the war, 
both oC the ebniches wm entirely despoiled of their interior work and 
used lor militaty pniposei. In 1798, the soeiety erected a thiid ehnich on 
a pieoe ctf ground, at the eomer of Rutgen and Henry streets, puMented 
by Col. Henry Rntgen. The tiiree ehmohee continued their connection 
nntil 1809, when each baeame a distinct charge. 

Onr purpose being, to trace briefly the rise and progress of each deno- 
mination, and not to deiail the annals of its churches, we shall not weaiy 
ibe reader by entering into the history of the other numerous branches 
that have marked the sneoessflil establishment of the Presbyterian Chnmh 
in New- York, but shall merely include them in the following list :

Count Zinzendorf, the 
fmnder of the soeietj, had paand » S»w dayi in the oit^ in 1741, bat the 
efanieh was not fegnterlf otptniKd untB the visit of Biahop Johannes de 
WateieOe in 1748. In 1751, die soeie^ eieoted a building in Fkir, now 
Fnlton-stieet, which remained until 1829» when it was taken down and 
lebuHt. In 1S43, they removed to dieir present location.

THE BAPTIST CHURCH, 

As nt ])rosent known, is not identical with the socioty first distinguished 
by that titU* in this city. The early Baptists resembled tlie present only in 
the motle of baptism. They are stated to have been professed Arminians,* 
In 1724, a church of this persuasion was established, but the society in 
eight years had ceased to exist. 

The first chuich of the present Baptist sentiments was organized in 
1702, a house of worship having been two years previously erected in 
Gold-street. During the war, the Baptists were not exempted firom the 
privations and indignities common to most of the religions communities.! 
The members were scattered, and their church edifice converted into a 
stable. Tlie restoration of peace revived the church. Their building was 
repaired, but, in 1601, it was found necessary to rebuild. The second 
edifice, on the same site, was occupied until 1841, when the society 
erected the splendid Ck>thie structure, at the coiner of Broome and Eliza- 
beth streets. The churches that have arisen since the Revolution, will be 
Ibnnd in the following table :

THK MBTBOOnr CRURC9 

In New- York, is the parent of all the other branches of the denomina- 
tion in the country. In 1766, Mr. Philip Embury, a zeal oils preacher, 
■with a few Irish Metliodi.sts, arrived in the city, and commenced preach- 
ing in a private house. The number of his auditors increased. On one 
occasion, when the congregation was assembled for public worship, the 
door suddenly opened, and a British officer, dressed in uniform, appeared. 
"The members were astonished and alarmed at his presence, bnt their sur- 
prise was greatly increa.'ied, when, instead of interrupting llieexerci.se?, he 
/ell upon bis knees, and united in their devotions. This was Captain 
Webl», the barrack-master of the royal troops stationed at Albany, who, 
hearing of this feeble church, had visited New- York to aid them, and who 
henceforth became one of their preachers. Their place of worship soon 
proved too contracted for the audience, and a rigging loft* in Horse-and* 
eart-streetf wai procured and fitted up for religious eaercisesy where Mr. 
Emboiy officiated from a jmlpit made with his own hands. He was aided 
by Captain Webb, who was accustomed to ascend the pulpit and pieach 
In fuH i^mentals. The novelty of the einnmstances, and of Captain 
Webb's appeaianoet could not fitU to draw crowded auditories, and it soon 
became necessaiy to provide a church edifice. The ground on Golden-hill^ 
now Jdhn-slreet, where this bufldingwas erected in 1768, is now the loca- 
tion of the third house of worship erected on the same site, - and by the 
tame society. The known loyalty of Mr. Wesley saved the Methodists, 
in a great measure, from those annoyances to which the other religions

into the piovince» should be hanged.* The prejudice of the people bad 
been excited against them hj the efforts of the Jesuit missionaries to 
•abject the Indians to Fxencfa influenoe.f The histories of the times, how- 
ever, record the execution of but one Catholic priest, and the chaiges which 
led to his conviction were not made under this law.t The prevalence 
of liberal principles, and the consequent spirit of universal toleration, 
that succeeded the Revolution, did not escape the notice of the Roman 
Catholics, in its favorable influence upon the establishment and pro* 
pagation of their religious tenets in the city of New-York. In 1783, a 
congregation was formed, which, after occupying a temporary place of 
worship, erected, in 17S6, the edifice known as St. Peter's Church, on 
the corner of Baiclay and Church streets § The Roman Catholics then 
numbered about 300, || In 1808, New-York was erected into an episcopal 
see by Pope Pius VII. The number of worshipers increased. H A second 
church became necessary; and, in 1815, St. Patrick's Cathedral, the 
present seat of the episcopate of the diocese, was erected. The churches 
that have followed, will be found in the subjoined table :**

THE OONGBVOATIORAL CHURCH 

Next claims our attention. From 1804 to 1S17, three Congregational 
eocifties were established, but they have all either ceas<'d to exist, or 
adopted the Presbyterian Ibrni of government. In 1819, tljo Providenoo 
Chapel, the oldest of the present churehes, connnenced its existence. With 
tlie exception of the '* First free Conrrregationid ehurch," formed in 183G, 
no other permanent branch of this tlenomination appeared before 1S40. 
At the latter ih.ite, the Presbyterian church that had occupied the budding 
Icnown as the" Broadway Tabernacle," was dissolved, and a portion of the 
menrbers formed a church after the Congregational form. The house c>f 
wonibip was purchased by David Hale, £Uq., for $34,250, who, with 
remarkable liberality, made an arrangement with the new societ/, by 
which he secured to them the present possession and the ultimate owner* 
diip of the building. The CoDgregational churches of more recent origii^ 
are given below :

The aggregate number of churches in New-York is two hundred and 
fifty-two. 

The grounds attached to many of the principal church edifices were 
formerly used as burial-[)iaccs, but the prohibition of interments in the 
thickly settled portions of the city>has led to the establishment of large and 
highly embellished rural cemeteries in the vicinity. qC these, we shall 
notice the principal. 

Thb Gbbbn-Wood Cbmbtbbt was Incorporated April 18, 1838, with 
• capital of three hundred thousand dollars, in shares of one hundred 
dollars each.* The grounds of the cemetery, two hundred and ibrty-two 
acres, are situated on the hij^ts of Gowanus, in Brooklyn, about three and 
oue-fourtn miles from New- York. A place better adapted by nature fyt 
tiie purposes of sepulmre, could not have been found. Within sight of 
the marts of commerce, it is perfectly secluded from the noisy world 
From diffnent points, fine views of the bay and harbor, with the ocean 
in the distance, are brought before the eye of the visitor. Keaily tluee 
thousand lots have been already sold, and more than five thousand inter- 
ments have taken place. The price of lots, including the expense of 
grading, is ^110 each, or, where more than three, located together, are pur- 
chased at the same time, $90 each.f Tiiose who desire to visit the ceme- 
tery, are required to j)r('sent tickets, which can be procured by ail proper 
persons, without charge, at the office. No. 39 Wail-street.

TxDciTT Cbukch C mEUtE T is beautifully situated on ibe UodflOQ 
River. It occupies the entiie area between 153d and lS5th streets, ex- 
tending from the Tenth AYeane to tlie river. The grounds are high, and 
laid cot with much beauty and taste. The prices of kMs» fifteen Ibet . 
square, vary Irom $60 to $90 each. The office is at the vestij building o£ 
Trinity Chureh, comer of Chnieh and Fnhon streets. 

Thb Bocklahd Csmbtkkt was commenced in 1847. Hie gioondfl^ 
consisting of one hnndied and e^ty acres, lie npon the KTeashnd HiDs, 
at Piermont, near the Erie Bailroad, abont twenty-ibnr miles Irom New- 
Tock. The varied sceneiy of the Hndson, combines with the adaptionof 
the groimds to the purposes for which they have been selected, to tended 
them a desirable bnrial-place. The price of lots, 16 by 25 feet, is $25 
each. The oflkse is at No. 170 Broadway, comer of Maiden Lane. 

Ths Cemstbst of .thx Cmuns Hnxs vras laid ont and regulated 
in the year 184S. It is located near the Long Island Railroad, beyond 
Bcx)klyn, about six miles from New-York. As the name indicate?, the 
grounds, embracing more than one hundred and liity acres, are undulating, 
presenting^, from many points, extensive and magnificent views. The 
prices of lots, generally 16 feet by 25, vary from $35 to $50 each, accord- 
ing to pof^ition ; but to religious, cliariiable, and other associations, who 
purchase not Ic-s than ten lots together, of a medium value, the j^rice is 
put at 30 dollars each. The rooms of this cemeterv are at No. 262 
Broadway.

CHAPTER VI. 



BENEVOLENCE. 

Nbw-Tosk is disdBgoished for its liberelHf to bcoeyoleiit institntiont. 
While eiedality is often imposed spon by the naimtive of pieteaded 
woe, to the great detriment of worthy snffeiers, the citixens of New 
York have provided instltations where all, however afflicted by penniy 
or sickness* who are fit objects of charity, can find that relief which the 
bounty of the liberal affords. 

We have already aUuded to ^e systems of benevolenoe connected with 
the varioas departments the municipal government, as well as some 
of a denomi national character. In addition to the other incorporated 
and associattj institutions of the city, New-Yoik contains the offices of 
most of the religious aud benevolent societies of the country, and is the 
center of their operations. We can do no more than notice a few of the 
more prominent of these institutions. 

The Nkw-Yokk Hospital was established in the year 1771. On tho 
17lh of June of that year, certain olHcers and inhabitants of the city, 
were incorporated by a cliarter, received from the Earl of Dunmore, then 
Governor of the province, under tho title of " the i!^ociety of the Hospital 
in the city of New-York in America," and twenty-six governors ap- 
pointed for the management of its affairs. In consequence of I^islativo 
andpuvale assistance, the Society were enabled, in 1773, to commence 
the erection of a suitable edifice, but on the 28th of February, 17759 
when it was nearly completed, the building M'as accidentally destroyed 
by fire. In less than a month, the Society received further contributions 
from the Legislature, and were enabled to commence rebuilding tho 
edifice, but again their expectations were to be disappointed. The war 
of the Revolution had broken out, and tliey were destined to feel its full 
effects. The city was in the possession of the British forces ; and, in 
the universal appropriation of the public buildings to their use, the hos* 
pital Ibrmed no exception. It was occupied as barracks for the British 
and Hessian soldiers, and, by its occasional use as a hospital, the object 
ibr which it was erected did not seem to be entirely forgotten. Still fur- 
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Blmmhigdate Afyhim tar fh» laiue. 

ther legislative aid enabled the Society to open the house on the 3d of 
January, 1791, for the reception oX paticnta. From that time to the 
present, it has continued to enjoy the bounty of tlic State, and to enlai^ 
its sphere of usefalness. It has added to the number of its buUdingSy and 
bitradnoed impfovoments in the original edifice. In 1796, the governors, 
Misg OR llie recommendation of the Medical Faculty <rf Columbia Col« 
legOt appzopn»ted fivo kundieddoilais to the establishment of a medical 
Ubiary, which, by means of subtequmit additions, has increased to more 
tfiaa five thovsand voiames. In 1810» l!bo mum of the Corporation was 
changed to that of ** The Sooie^ of the K«w-To?k Hospttal.** 

The grounds of this institatioa constitute most of the block bounded 
by Broadway, Anthctiy, Church, and Duane streets. With the ezception 
ol the line on Broadway, which is partially owned by private indivi* 
duals and appropriated to dwellings and stores, this area is surrounded 
by a high brick wall. An avenue of 90 feet in wlddi, adorned widi 
towering elms, leads from Broadway, and presents an imposing view of 
the principal edifice. The site of the hospital buildings is higher than 
the surrounding grounds, and one of the healthiest locations in the city. 

'The services of the governors, and of the physicians and surgeons, who 
are selected froni the most eminent of the profession, are gratuitous. 
Every applicant for admission must procure a recommendation from one 
of the governors, piiysieiaiis, or t^urgeons of the in^^titution, as to the 
propriety of his admission^ except in cases of sudden accidents, when 
they are received temporarily by the Sux)ermtendent without such re- 
commendation. 

The Bloomingdale Asylttm forttie Insane, located on the Blooming- 
dale Road, seven miles from the City Hall, is a branch of the New- York 
Hospital. The principal edifice was commenced in 1818, completed in 
1820, and opened for the reception of patients in the month of June, 
1S21. About forty acres of land arc annexed to the Asylum, a portion 
of which is highly improved. In addition to beautiful walks and gar- 
dens, the place is embellished with a collection of plants that formerly 
belonged to the botanic garden of Columbia College, and which the 
Trustees of that institution presented to the governors of the Hospital. 

This Asylum has received the benefit of the experience of the most 
noted institutions of the kind in diis country and Europe. In 1831, Dr. 
James McDonald, who had previously been the resident physician of the 
instltntkm, and who had obtained the necessary information relative to 
the insane asylums of this country, was commissioned by the governors 
of the Hospital to cross the Atlantic, fbr the purpose of examining simi- 
lar institations in Europe. His mission was successful. He returned. 
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lutitation for the Deaf ami Dumb. 

after an absence of fifteen months, and, by a conneetioa with the Asjr- 
lain for several years, as its principal, commOBieated to it, not only 
tilt! results of his investigations, but the benefits of his expefil»loe* 

The Hospital and Asylum are institutions highly necessary in a large 
city. Without them, New-York could not maintain the reputation she 
now posses-^es, of providing for her needy children. Without them, tht> 
numerous objects of human misery could never find leiiefl 

The New-York Institution for the Instruction of the Deaf and 
Dumb, is situatcil on Fiftieth-street, near the Fourth Avenue, at a dis- 
tance of somewhat more than three and a half miles from the City Hall. 
The grounds occu];)ied Ijy the Institution extend from the Fourth to the 
Fifth Avenue, and from Forty-eighth to Fiftieth-street. One acre is the 
property of the Institution, and the remainder, nine acres, is leased 
Uom the Common Council, at a nominal rent, the whole being enclosed 
with a neat and substantial fence. A portion of the ground is under 
cultivation, and the rest is laid out in waUuy and a spacious lawn in 
which the pupiU take daily exercise. 

The Institution was incorporated by the Legislature of this State, 
April 15, 1817. The school, however, was not opened till May of the 
following year. For several years the school was kept in the old Alms- 
house, 80 called, in the Park, the boarding pupils living with their 
teachers, in hired houses in the city. The foundation of the present 
main building was laid in October, lb27, the site having been given bjr 
the Corporation of the city. The building then erected, and occupied 
for the first time in AprH, 1829. was one hundred and ten by sixty foet^ 
and four stories high, inclu<9ng the basement It cost thir^-one thou* 
sand dollars. It became ^leoessary, however, in 1834» to enlaige thia 
building, and a fifth story was added. In 1838» two wings, about thirtjf 
foet square, were erected on the line of Fi(Ueth-8tieet» and at right angles 
to the main building, and of the same hight, giving to the building an 
eastern and western front of ninety feet each, including the wings. In 
1846, two new and commodious wings, eighty-five by thirty feet each, 
with connecting wings twenty by twcnty-three foet, were erected, pro- 
viding spacious sitting rooms for the pupils of both sexes, and furnish- 
ing additional dormitories and rooms for other necessary purposes. 
Ttius enlarged to more than double the capacity of the original edifice, 
the buildings present a front of two hundred and ten feet on Fif^ieth- 
s'.reet, the extreme depth of the wings being nitu'ty feet. They axe of 
brick and stuccoed, appearing at a distance like white marble. 

The muua^emcnt of the Institution is intrusted to the Board of Dim 
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Institution for the Deai and Dumb. 

lectors, twenty-five in number, elected annually by the Society. Tlw 
President, Hanrey P. Peet, M. A., who has been connected with the In- 
stitution since 1831, has the general directi on and control of its concerns, 
with the counsel and advice of tlie Executive Committee. Associated 
with him, in the Intellectnal department, are eleven Profisssors and 
Teachers. In the Domestic department are a Physician, Steward, Ma« 
tron and Assistant, and, in the Mechanical department, a BoQk*binder, 
Cabinet-maker, Tailor, Shoemaker and Gardener. 

Five hours each day are devoted to school exercises, independent of 
the evening studies, and between three and four hours to the various 
trades. The daily exercises of the school are opened and closed with 
prayer; and religious services are held on the Sabbath, conducted by the 
President and Professors in rotation. 

At the date of the last Annual Report (the Twenty-ninth), there were 
two hundred and twenty-five pupils under instruction, supported as fol- 
lows : — one hundred and sixty-one by the State of New- York, eight by 
the State of Now- Jersey, sixteen by the City of New- York, twenty-one 
by their friends, and nineteen by the Institution. 

The mode of education, adopted in this institution, is the same as 
that which has been pursued hitherto by all similar institutions in this 
country, and is believed to be, for general use, decidedly superior to any 
other as yet devised. Its distinguishing peculiarity consists in the use of 
a sign-language based upon the natural signs which every infant uses, 
and which every uneducated deaf mute necessarily invents as the only 
possible way for him to indicate to others the operations of his own 
mind. The sign-language which is used by the teacher, embraces not 
only these natural elementary signs, but such modifications and increases 
of these elements, and such additional arbitraiy signs as are adapted to 
the expansion of the mind and wider range of subjects presented in the 
course of instruction. Such of the pupils, of whom there arc a few, as 
axe deemed cajmble of receiving benefit from the exercise of their organs 
of speech and practice in labial reading, are provided with the means of 
regula^^ instruction in these branches. 

It is' the design of the Institution to educate the whole man — to de» 
▼elope and cultivate the powers of the body, mind, and heart. And it 
has been eminently successful. More than six hundred individuals, 
some of them most unpromising specimens of humanity, have partici- 
pated in its advantages, and gone forth, with scarcely an exception 
qualified, in a good degree, to discharge the various duties of social life ; 
capable of self-support, industrious, honest, happy, respected, and not 
ft few animated by the hopes of a future life where physical infirmity 
riiall be unknown .

Inititution for the Blind. 

The Institution is an arohiteetnral ornament to ibeoity. But it s far 
more worthjT of consideration for the good which it is aceompUsl hii(, 
and as a monnment of the {)hLlanthrophy of its fonnders and sncces'i /"^ 
patrons. The State has nobly responded to the silent appeals of her 
atHicted sons, and the City has cheerfully provided for herown, wLUo 
private munificence has been equally prompt to render occasional ai '. 
May the dumb never plead in vain, and may the success which has at- 
tended the Institution in its rapid progress and present advancement, bo 
but the precursor and the pledge of still greater and increasing prosperity 
and usefulness. 

The NEW-Ycrva. institution for the Blind was incorjiorated April 
17,1831, It owes its origin mainly to the efforts of Sanmel Wooil, a 
well known member of the society of Friends, and of Dr. Samuel Akerly, 
distinguished for his zeal and labors in behalf of the Institution ibr the 
Deaf and Dumb. 

At a meeting of the managers* held Feb. 18, 1832, a committee was 
appointed, with power to make anangcments for instructing two or three 
blind children 6y way of exptrimitU.'* At the next meeU^g, April 19, 
1832, it was reported by this committ^ that three children had l****" 
placed under instruction, with a degiee^j»f si|cce8s which afforded d - 
cisive evidence of the capabilities of the blind for receiving innrncti<>' 
At the close of the saine year, the number of pupils had increased to '>x, 
and an exhibition of their exereises was given at the City Hotel, w^iich 
demonstrated the feasibility of the experiment,** and awakened an in- 
terest that gave a fresh impetus to the cause. 

In 1834, the Legislature passed an act providing for the support of 
thiity-two indigent blind pupils. Prom this time, the institution main- 
tained a career of increasing prosperity, until it was enabled, in 
through legislative and private donations, to eioct its present beautAlul 
Gothic edilice, on the Ninth Avenue. 

The grounds of the institution, SOO feet in length and 200 in witlth, 
occupy the square, bounded by 33d and 34th streets, and the 8th an 1 'Jih 
Avenues. The edifice, built of Sing Sing marble, consists of three sti.M i -s 
and is 175 feet in length. In addition to the various apartments used lor 
business atid domestic purposes, it contains a chapel, library, dormit* )nas, 
and school, music, and work rooms. 

Three hundred and ten pupils have been admitted into this institi r . ^ 
The present number is 135. The charge for pay pupils exclusive of 
clothing, is $130 per annum. The provisions of the act of the Legisla- 
ture* relative to the support of a oeitain number of indigent blind pupils^

Tbe system of instruction includes all the ordinary English branches 
as well as higher philosophical and mathematical studies. 

The library contains about 7^^^ volumes of books in the raised letter, 
and 200 inordinary typo. The 'i'«titution also possesses maps and globes, 
with a lew pieces ol philosophical apparatus, adapted to the wants of the 
blind. 

In addition to the intellectual course, every pupil, whose tastes and 
talents will warrant, receives a thorough education in music, both vocal 
and instrumental, and is instructed in a trade. The pupils leave this in* 
stitution mentally and morally improved, and fitted for lueful stations in 
society. 

The Society for the Relief of Poor Widows with Small Chil- 
dren, commenced and cojidncted by ladies, was the first association of 
this character in America; and, it is believed, in Great Britain. 

In November, 1797, the late Mrs. Isabella Graham, after consulting 
with a few friends on the propriety of establishing a female society for the 
rcliff of poor widows with small children, addressed circular invitations 
to tiie ladle? of New-York, to meet at her house for the purpose of digest- 
ing and perfecting the ])lan. A respectable nmnbor assembled. The 
project was approved, ami the society organized. It seemed a prori- 
dential circumstance that this institution commenced its operations in 
season to afford relief to the many bereaved families who bad lost their 
hnsbands and latherst in the ravafos of the yellow fever, at the close ol 
the last oentuiy. 

A 
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N«W*Tork Orphan Asylum. 

The society has, daring raore than half a century, oontinaed in sue* 
Msiful operation. Itt almoners have visited the abodes of distress, dis- 
pensing temporal aid by the distribution of charity, and spiritual oomfbrt 
by the circulation of the sacred volume. 

The number of benejoiaries, during the years 1847 and 1848, has been 
385 widows and 1023 children ; and the sum of $5,413 72 has been ok- 
peoded in affording them partial lelieC 

Thb Obphan AsYLim Socimr of tbb Citt ov Nbw-Yobx is the 

offspring of the last mentioned institution. No sooner ¥ras the Society 
tbr the Relief of Poor Widows with Smalt Chndven** in iUU opemtion, 
than the pii table condition of those children who, on the decease of the 
last parent, were driven to seek lefbge in the alms-house, was forcibly 

presented to iho view of its miin;ii;<T!^. Sovenil Indies, two oi" whom, 
Mrs. Gen. Hamilton and Mrs. Joanna Bethune,* still survive, and ui-e 
members of tlie pre-^nt Board of Direction, associated for the purpose of 
providing an A-^ylum for destitute chiUIren deprived of both parents. At 
a meeting held at the City Hotel, on the IfnU of March, 1S06, the so- 
ciety was duly organized, and, on the Isi of May, the Asylum was opened 
in a hired house in Raisin-slreel,t Greenwich village. 

As the number of orphans under their care increased, the society be- 
came desirous of erecting a commodious building. Tliey petitioned the 
Legislature for an act of incorporation, which was granted In April, 
1807. Four lots in Bank-street were purchased on credit, and an appeal 
to the clergy of the diffisrent religious denominations, resulted in collections, 
in their respective congr^tions, to provide the means for the erection of 
the edifice. Notwithstanding the liberality of the public, the society was 
obliged to contract a large debt; but subsequent ^gislative contributions, 
imrticularly an annual grant of five hundred dollars, which they still 
leceive, extricated tliem firom all embarrassments. 

A period of tliirty years sufficed to remove the vaeant space between 
the Village of Greenwicli and the city proper. The Asylum was sur- 
rounded with newly-erected buildings, and its property was greatly in- 
creased in value. The society <lpsired to remove to a location whore the 
children couUl enjoy purer air ami more ample accommodations. Accord- 
ingly with the advice of their patrons, they sold their former property, 
and purchased nine and one-half acres of gioiind at Bloomingdale, for 
$17,000. On the 9th of June, 1^30, the corner stone of the present

Asylum was laid. In 1840, the completion of the Orphans* Home was 
announced.* This family of helpless children are now provided with a 
beautilul, spacious and convenient abode, and suitable acconunodations 
for moral and religious instruction. Their present number is 125. 

The Leake and Watts Orphan House was founded by the legacy 
of John George Leake, Esq., who died in this city, June 2, 1S27. The 
name of Watts is added, out of respect to John Watts, Esq., the executor 
of Mr. Leake, who withdrew, in favor of the institution, a claim which 
which he held, by the conditions of the will, to a part of the estate. 

The House is situated between 111th and 112th Streets, and between 
the Ninth and Tenth Avenues, nbout wven miles from the City HaU. It 
oonsiflts of a main building, fronting towards the south, and two wings, 
exiendli^ east aod west* the whole pieeenting a fioiit of about 206 feet in 
length It was opened for the admissioii of oiphan children, Nov. Ist, 
1843, There are about twenty-six aoies of land oonneoted with the in* 
sUtutlon. The whole is unincumbered, and possesses an income capable 
of supporting from 200 to 250 children. There are 194 in the House at the 
present time. Tlie beanty of the surrounding soeneiy, wliich is seen to 
great advantage from several pohdts on the premises, together with the 
peculiarity of its history, and the namre of ilt objects, render the Orphan 
House an object of peculiar interest and pride to our citizens. 

Tbs AssociATioit roE THB Bbnbpit of Colorsd Obfhars, was or- 
ganized in the autumn of 1836, and the membeis at once made a sno" 
oessfttl appfication to the Legielamie for an act of Ineorpomtion. The 
eum of $3000 was collected, and amngements made for commencing 
their opemtions on a limited scale. So great was the pr^^udice against 
that portion of the destitute whom the society proposed to relieve, that 
suitable premises couid not be procured. Rather than abandon their en- 
terprize, the managers resolved to purchase a house and two lots of land, 
on Twelfth-street, for $'!)000, which they elfected by adding to the funds 
they had collec ted, a moit<iuge upon the property for $0000. From this 
time their affairs prospered. In ISlO, the managers reported the receipt 
of Iffl3,000 as a building fund, and, two years after, they were able to 
acknowli dge a grant, by the Corporation of the city, of twenty lots of 
ground on the Fifth Avenue, between Forty-third and Forty-fourth 
streets.f On this location, tlioy immediately erected their present Asylum, 
a substantial edi^ce, devoid of much ornament, but harmonious in its

proportions. The afl'aira of this institution are conducted according to the 
officially expressed opinion of a prominent municipal officer,* with ad- 
mirable policy, and its Asylum is perhaps the best of the kind in the 
world. At the date of the last report, the number <^ inmates was 144. f 

The New- York Dispensary was originated in the year 1790, by a few 
charitable individuals, for the purpose of providing gratuitous medical 
treatment and remedies for the destitute. On the 8th of Aprily 1795, it 
was incorporated by the Legislature. 

Notwithstanduig its limited means, the institution has relieved many 
tiionsands of the sick poor yearly, and its operations have been gradually 
extended. In 182S, 9398 sick persons Mrere afforded relief at an ex- 
penditure of only $1393 23.^ In 1835, 23,444 patients received medical 
treatment and medicunes at an expenditure of $2,702 13 ;§ and, in 1847, 
28,227 patients, at an expenditure of #3,470 90. |t The institution is 
chiefly supported by private subscription, bet receives a small yearly gill 
fiom the Corporation of this city, and fkom the Legislature. 

The NoaTBBBN Dispxnsart, at the comer of Waverley Place and 
Christopher-street, founded in 1S29, and the Eastern Dispensary, at the 
comer of Ludlow-street and Essex Market Place, founded in 1S24, are 
branches oi the last mentioned institution. 

Tab Marine Socibtt op the Citt of New- York, received its char- 
ter, during the administration of Lieutenant Governor Cdden, April 12th, 
177.0. It was incorporated Ibr the purpose of improving maritime know- 
ledge, and relieving indigent and distressed (and the wives and orphan 
children of deceased) members.^ The permanent funds of the society 
at present amount to more than $10,000, the interest of which is dis- 
bursed in acts of charity. The pension list numbers fifty-five widows, 
one of which has received the yearly aid of the society since 17SS, when 
she was left a widow with two children, at the early age of nineteen 
years.** The whole amount paid to di^iressed members and widows since 
the formation of the society, in 1770, is about $140,000. 

The New- York Nautical Tnstitutton and Ship Masters' Society, 
was organized on the 27th ol January, 1S20, and incorporated by the 
Legislature on the 23d of March, IS48, for the purpose of promoting

nautical skill and knowledge, and of affording aid and tdief to unibr* 
tuuata ship^masters and their destitute widows and oiphans.* 

The Marins Hospital, located at the Quarantine Ground, on Statea 
Island, is designed for the reception of sick passengers and seanien arriv- 
ing at the port It is under the management of the Commissioners of 
Emigration. Its income Is derived from the tax levied upon passengers 
arriving from foreign ports, of two dollars for each cabin passenger, and 
flft/ cents for each passenger in the steerage. This fund, from which ap- 
propriations are sometimes nmde to 'other objects, amounts at present to 
nearly one hundred thousand dollars per {innum. 

The Seamen's Retreat, situated on Staten Island^ near the Quaran* 
tine Ground, was established by an act of the Legislature, passed April 22, 
1831, lor providing a hospital for sick and disabled seamen, independ* 
ent of that appropriated to those who are subject to quarantine. Its 
a&irs are conducted by trustees, denominated Che Trustees of the Sea« 
men's Fund and Retreat in the city of New- York,** who are empoMrered 
to collect from the master of every vessel arriving from a foreign port, for 
himself, one dollar and fifty cents, for each inate one dollar, and for each 
sailor belonging to his vessel, fifty cents, and from the master of each 
coasting vessel twenty-five cents for each member of the crsw.f AH pei^ 
sons who have paid such " hospital moneys" are deemed, when sick or 
disabled, fit objects for reception into the Retreat. On the IGth of Novem- 
ber, 1S47, the Legislature passed an act instructing the trustees to provide 
a building to be exchisively devoted to the u?e of the destitute, sick or 
infirm mothers, wives, sijsters, daughters or widows o£ such seamen, as 
have for two years contributed to the hospital funds. 

Ths Sailors* Smia HAitBoa, situated on the north side of Staten 
Island, was founded in 1801, by the bequest of Captain Robert Kichard 

Randall, for maintaining aged and infirm seamen. The property, consist* 
ing of real estate, stocks and other investments, was originally estimated 
at Ji?50,000, but afterwartls rapidly increased in value. Tlie trustees ap- 
pointed by the will, procured an act of incorporation from the Legislature, 
February G, ISOG. For many years the liospital was located on a portion 
of the property, at the corner of Broadway and Ninth-street, but the 
original building has given place to the present large and commodious 
edifice, consisting of a main building, with wings, and pro^entin;^ a front

225 feet in leDgtli. Coimectcd with tiie asyium are 160 acres of 
laud. 

The Mabineb's Fahily Industrial Societt or trb Post of Nzw- 

YoRK, was e^itablished in 1843, for the purpose of providing work, at a 
ikir remuneration, for the female members of the families of seamen, and 
of relieving the necessities of such iamihes, when incapable of labor.* 
By an act of the Legislature, passed December 14th, 1S47, the trustees 
of the Seamen's Fund and Retreat, were authorised to pay, at their dis- *" 
cretion, a portion of the surplus moneys in their hands, to the destitute 
and infirm female relatives of seamen who have contributed to the funds 
of the Retreat, at such times and j)laces as they may deem expedient. 
Agreeably to ibe provisions of this act, the trustees have selected this so* 
oidtjr as a proper medium, through which to distribute such funds as may 
be appropriated to the relief of this destitute class of the COTimimily.t 
The association have a clothing stoie at No. 322 Pearl-stieet. 

Of those institutions that are considered national, we will mention a few 
that are not of a denominational character, and which have large estab- 
lishments in this city connected with tlieir operations. 

The American Bible Society was organized on the 8th of May, 1816, 
by delegates from existing local Bible Societies and other friends of the 
object Its government is intrusted to thirty-six managers. | The Bible 
Hou9e is located at 1 1 5 Nassau-street. Tlie number of copies distributed 
the last year was 655,0()G. The aggregate issues since the fbrmatioo of 
the society have been 5»718,095 copies. During the first yea(*s operatioQ 
of the society, the receipts amounted to $35,000 : the last year, tbey wero 
S254,377 88. The number of auxiliary locieaes is now about 1200, witb 
9500 branches. The society have published the Bible in several foreign 
languifest and have Aimished means to publish it at various missiooaiy 
stations. 

The American Tbact Society was organized by a union of various 
local associations of a similar nature. May 10, 1S25. After a successful 
rise and progress, it was incorporated by the Legislature May 20, 1841. 
The object of the institution is the distribution of such religious tractsand 
volunies as'* shall receive the approbation of all evangelical Christians.'*§ 
The Publishing, Distributing, and Finance Committees, have the su» 
pervision of the several departments indicated by their appellations ;

and to them collectively, under the title of the Exe cutive Committee, is 
intrusted the entire management oi tlie concerns o( the society. The 
prw mn t Tract House, on the corner of Nassau and Spruce streets, was 
erected in 1846. Moie than 6,000,000 oi tracts, and about 700,000 vo- 
lumes of books, aie annually distributed. 

Thb American PboTESTa^nt Society was organized in 1S44, for the 
purpose of ditfusing, as its name indicates, correct iniormation respecting 
the principles of the Protestant religion, and tije distinctions between Pro- 
testantism and Romanidm.* The society publishes a monthly magazine, 
called *< the American Protestant,'* as well aa a seroi-moiithly newspaper 
in the German language, called **the Free German Catholic," whicli, 
though just commenced, has about five hundred subscribers. f It like* 
wise issues various works calculated to promote the grand object it has 
la view, which are fbr sale at its depository. No. 150 Nassau •street. 

This association is soon to become consolidated with the Christian Al- 
LiAMOB, oii^niased in 1843, ibr promoting religious fieedom and diflusing 
rchgious knowledge in Italy and other Papal countries,) and the FoBSion 
EvANOELiCAL SociBTT, which soeks the conversion ol Roman Catholics in 
Papal and other nominally Christian countries § 

Thb Akbbican Sbamen's Friend Socibtt was organized at a public 
meeting held in the City Hotel in January, 1826,|| and incorporated by 
the Legishiture in 1833. Its object is to improve the social and moral 
oondition of seamen.ir The society publishes the Salter's Magazine, and 
monthly journal, with a circulation of more than 6000 copies as well as 
other moral and rdlgions works, at its oflBce, No. 82 Wall^treet. The 
Sailor's Home, No. 190 Cherry-street, was established, and is under the 
supervision of the society. The savings bank for seamen, at No. 81 Wall- 
street, likewise connected with this association, has been already leferred 
to in Its proper place. 

Thb Ambbican Boabd of CoMMittsioNBBS FOB FoBBiON Missions, 
whose operations are &r more extensive than those of any other benevolent 
Mooiation in America, having only an agency in this city, does not come 
within the scope of our subject.

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CHAPTER VII. 



EDUCi^TION. 

Inanirtmotm of learning have not been despised by the citizens ofNev 
ToriL In fewer cities has more liberal provision been made, both for the 
instruction of the masses, and the training of Aose minds that desire to 
range the loftier fields of literature and of intellect. In the enrlier days ol 
the provincial government, little attention, it is true, was paid to the de- 
mands of education. The colony of New-York owed its origin to com- 
mercial interests— an influence by no means favorable to the devdop- 
nent or discipline of the powers of the mind. While other, colonies, 
planted as asylums from religious intolerance, early manifested a aseal 
in tiie cause of letters, which led to the establishment of seats of learn- 
ing that arc now the ornament of our country, the means for an in- 
dilFerent education could jjcaiccly be found in the province of New-York. 
But their descendants have amply atoned for this remissness of the original 
scltler3. And at present New-York is not only supplied with a most 
eticctive sy?tein of common school instruction, but can boast of iostitu- 
tions of learning that stand high iu public esteem. 

There are three c lasses of schools supported at the public expense iu 
the city of New-York : — 

1. Schools of thr PfiiLic School Society, an incorporated body, 
founded in I8O0, which has at the present time, under its management, 
one hundred and fifteen schools. 

2. Ward Schools, orf^anized vmder an act of the Lej^islatiire, passed 
May, 1812, and managed by Trustees, In£!pectors and Commissioners, 
elected in tlie several wards. The number of these schools is fifty-four. 

3. Corporate Schools, consisting prinoipaiiy of those of the orphan 
asylums and other charitable institutions. 

All the?e schools' participate equally in the apportionment of the school 
moneys, made by the Board of Ekiucation, composed of the Commission- 
ers of all the Wards, to whom they are required to ender annual reports. 
The amount apportioned for the current year was $199,743 81, of which 
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Public Schools.— Columbia College. 

the sum of 39,183 58 was receiyod from the State, and the remainder 
raised by taxation on real and personal property. 

The whole number oi seholare tanght in all these schools, during the 
year ending January 31, 1848, was 83,595. The actual average attend- 
ance, was 32,122. 

On tlie 7ili oC May, 1847, an act was passed by the Legislature, au- 
thorizing the Board of Education of the city of New-York to establish a 
Free Academy. It gave authority to erect a buildhigat an expense of 
^50,000, and authorized the annual expenditure of ^20,000 for its sup- 
port. The act provided, as a condition to its becoming a law, that the 
question whether such an acad iny should be established, be submitted 
to the people. The qnestion was so submitted, and 19,404 votes were 
given in favor of, and 3,409 against the measure. The building, an im- 
posing structure, on tlie corner of Lexington Avenue and Twenty-third* 
street, is now completed, ami the institution commenced ita operations 
in February, 1849. Previous connection with the ward or public scluxili 
is neoessaiy to render a student eligibie ibr admission into the Academy. 

New- York is the seat of two collegiate institution?, as well as of se- 
rninaries of a high character, comiccttHl with the learne<l professions. 

Cor.uMBrA College was founded during the colonial government.* 

At various times during the early part of the last century, the establish- 
ment of a seat of learning was proposed, but it was not until 1740 liiat 
vigorous measures were set on foot f>r the accomplishment of this object. 
A controversy as to the religious character of the intended college, was 
terminated by the adoption of Episcopal forms, and, on the 3Jst of 
October, 1754, a charter, under the royal seals, giving to the new in* 
stitution the name of Kin^^'s College, was obtained.! 

In 1750, a college etlifice was erected on ground given by TriniQr 
Church, situated in Church-street, between Barclay and Murray streets, 
and the institution became eetabiished under the presidency of Rev. Samuel 
Johnson, D.D., of Coimeoticut. This gentleman resigned his office in 1763, 
and was succeeded by Rev. Myles Cooper, D.D., of Oxford, England. To 
extend its sphere oi instruction, a Grammar, and a Medical School, the 
ibrmer in I763« and the latter in 1767, were established in the college ; 
and, previously to the war of the Revolution, the institution embraced in 
its plan of education nearly all the branches of literature aixl science 
taught by the European colleges.}

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In April, 1776, a requisition was made upon the oflicers of the in- 
stitution by tlio Committee of Safety^ for the surrender of the building, to 
be used as a military hospital. This led to the diapersion of the students, 
the loss of a lai]ge portion of the library and apparatus, and the almost 
total suspension of the coUegs exercises for a period of eight years. 

On the 1st of May, 1784, the Legislatoie established an institution 
called the University of the State, the Regents of which were constituted 
Supervisors of all the seminaries of learning in the State. At the same 
time tlie n<une King's CoUsge/* was changed to Cdumbia Cdlsgs.* " 
Owing to defects in the act appointing the Rsgenti of the Universitgf« 
another act was passed in 1787, placing the college under the cafe of 
twenty-nine trustees. In the same jrear, the vacancy in the presidential 
chair caused by the flight of Dr. Cooper, at the comroenoeroent of the Re- 
voltttton, wasfiUed by the election of William Samuel Johnson, LL. D., 
son of the first president. During the administration of this gentleman, 
and the succeeding presidencies of Rev. Dr. Wharton, Bishop Moore, and 
Rev. Dr. Harris, the coU^ continued to increase in reputation and inBu* 
ence . 

On the first of November, 1R13, the medical department of the college 
was merged in the College of Physicians and Surgeons, an institution es- 
tablished by the Regents of the University. In con^^equence of doubt 
as to the permanent location of the college on the grounds it then oc- 
cupied, the bu'.ldings had been suffered to remain for some years without 
repair ; but this doubt having been removed by a report of tlie Board of 
Trustees, extensive alterations and additions were projected in 1817, and 
completed in 1820. Tlie decetise of Dr. Harris, in 1S29, was followed by . 
the appointment of William A. Duer, LL. D., as his successor. 

The proposal for the establishment of the City University, in 1830, in* 
which a more general system of instruction than that adopted by Colnni- 
bia College, should be introduced, led to the establishment, on the part 
of the latter institution, of an additional course of study, called lAs 8e%» 
miifie and LUerary Coyive, in distinction firom that already existing^ 
which was denominated th$ FuB Ccum ; but this plan, having failed to 
receive the support of the public, was, in 1843, discontinued. In lss42. 
President Duer was compelled, in consequence of ill health, to resign his 
office, and Nathaniel F.Moore, LL. D., was elected in his place. 

President Moore still retains his connection with the institution. The

NfiW-TOBK UNITEBSITT. 

The University of the City of New-York received its charter April 
21, 1831, At the close of the succeeding month, Jjimes M. Matthews, D. D., 
was appointed Chancellor of the institution. The University may be con- 
sidered as having been opened for instruction in September, 1832. Lectures 
had been previously delivered, but it was not until the 26th of this month 
that the Chancellor and Professors were inaugurated. One of the earliest 
matters that occupied the attention of the Council was the erection of a 
suitable edifice. The present benntiful Gothic structure, in University- 
Place, between Washington and Waverley Places, was the result of their 
eflbrts. This was completed in 1836. The expenses attending the es- 
tablishment of an infant collegiate instttntion» and the election of tha 
cotdj edifice, had created a large debt, which was fubsoqnentlf tba oauea 
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of muoh embairasanent, and when, on the 18th of Mavoh, 1S39» the pie- 
aent Chancellory Theodoie Frelinghuyaen, IX. D., was elected; the Uni* 
Yeiaity was rapidly declining. Under the anapicesy however, of this die- 
tingnished gentleman, the Institntion emerged from its diffiooUiesy and le 
now in a prosperous condition* For the last seven years, thirty has been 
the average number annusUy graduated at the Univenity. The present num- 
ber of students exceeds one hundred and fifty.* Connected with the 
inetitntlon, aie a medical department and a grammar schooL The latter, 
under the superintendence of Professor Johnson, contains nearly two hun- 
dred students^tfae former wiD claim our distinct attention. The oflloeia

The College of Physicians and Surgeons i.n the City of New- York, 
is the oldest medical collei^e in the State. In 1701, the Regents of the 
State University were authorized to found a College of Physicians and 
Surgeons, and, in IS07, the institution that forms the subject of thi» sketch, 
lecseived its cliarter. The professors appointed to take charge of the xiinoiis 
departments were designated by the title of " Professors of the University 
of the State of New-York, for tli ■ ("o^le-' of riiv-scians and Snigeons.**)

In 1813, the medical departmefit of Colombia GollegB was meiged in this 
institation.* With the exception of two periods of discord among its 
ofiloen, in 1810, and in 1826, leading to the resignation of professors, it 
has maintained a pros|>erons career. The college edifice is situated at No. 
67 Crosby-street. The institnticn possesses a valuable library and mu* 
senm, and has at present about two hundred students,! under the instruc-

The Gbuxbal Tbbolooical Semina&t of tbs Protbstakt Episco- 
pal Church in thb United States was founded in 1819* and iucor* 
porated in 1822.

The Rutgers Female Institute is pleasantly located in the eastern part 
of tlie city, near the mansion of the late Col. Rutgers, from whom it de- 
rived its name. It was incorporated in 1S3S, and placed under the caie 
oi the Regents of the State University in the following year. It is an 
institution exclusively devoted to the education of young ladies. The 
money required for the erection and furnishing of the buildings was raised 
by subscript ion ; tiie land which they occupy, a munificent donatioo, was 
givea by Wm. B. Crosby, Esq. A large and expensive chemical and 
philosophical apparatus, adequate to all the purposes of illustration, has 
beeo puiehased for the institution. Few of our ooUeges can boast of 
greater iaoiUties for mstruction m these departments of science. The U- 
braiy contains 2000 volumes of well selected works. The system of in- 
struction, embrscing an extensive range cf study in the hdUg-UUreg^ his* 
toiy, mathematics and philosophy, is thorough and praoticaL The grand 
lesttlts aimed at, are dttetptim and a preparaium fbt the duties and xe- 
sponsibilities of life.

To many of the literary and soientifio institutions, as well as bene\ o- 
lent institutions which we have noticed, are appended valuable schools in 
various departments of instruction. New- York is likewise well supplied 
with private schools and seminaries which our limits will not permit us 
to notice. We proceed to inquire, what is the influence oi these institu* 
tions on the community.

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LITERATURE, SCIENCE, AND TASTTE. 

Ttaioenten of learning send forth a light that ezlends fiurbejrond flioee 
ciicles that have been directly iUaminated by its rays, and penetrates the 
darkesi portions of society. Whatever educates a portion of the com- 
munity, increases the taste of the whole for those pursuits and pleasures 
that are based upon the exercise of the intellectual powers. Even those 
who have not greatly participated in the benefits of early instruction, are 
carried along in the general current. The mind that has been trained by 
proper culture, must, in maturer years, feel a deep interest in whatever 
elevates the power of perception, or enlarges the scope of intellect. Such 
minds, scattered through the community, cannot fail to exert an influence 
on those with whom they come in contact ; and the spirit of inquiry, and 
the love of oontemplation, thus awakened and extended, never alojnber. 

Although mercantile pursuits are not favorable to the promotion of 
literatare, science* or the fine arts, the merchants of New- York support, 
more than might reasonably be expected, and much more than is generally 
supposed, institutions designed to disseminate information, to promote 
inquiries in science and the arts, and to eieite in the public a taste for 
the sublime and beautiful. Like all business men, tbeir principal aim is 
die accumulation of property; but it may well be doubted, whether any 
other business community in the country, is stamped by a deeper literary 
and scientific impress. 

A threefold division is indicated by the title of this chapter. But, as 
the researches of literature oiien meet and run parallel with the investiga- 
tions of science, it is.diffieult, in some cases, to draw a nice distinction. 

Of the LiTBEAST iNsnrtmoRS of New- York, we will mention the most 
important. 

Trb Naw-YoBK Histobicai. Societt was organized in 1804, by a few 
publie spirited citizens, and the foundation of a library soon after com* 
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{New- York Society Libntry. _ 

nienced by the purchase of a collection made by one of the members. In 
1S14, tlie Lci^MNlalure granted free access at all times to the documents 
and records of ilie State, and soon after contributed S'12,000 to aid the 
society in pr{)curing books, manuscripts, and other materials, to illustrate 
tlie natural, literary, civil and ecclesiastical history of America.* Thus 
patronised by the State, and aided by the contributions and exertions of 
the citizens of New- York, the institution has been able to collect OQCjof 
the best historical libraries in the country. 

The rooms of the society, in the Uaiversity, on Washington Squaie, are 
open escolusively to members and strangers introduced by members. The 
library at present contains about twelve tbotuand printed volumes, seveta] 
thousand pamphlets, two thousand maps and charts, and over one thoi> 
sand bound volumes of newspapers, including a legular series from the 
first published in the country, in 1704, to the present time. The institu* 
tioQ likewise possesses a valuable cabinet of coins, medals, busts, por- 
traits and curiosities. Several volumes of collections have been published 
by the society. The stated meetings are held on the first Tuesday evening 
of eveiy months with the exception of July, August and September. 
Hon. Albert Grallatin, IX. D., is the president, and Jacob B. Moore, Esq., 
the librarian. 

Thb New-Tobk Society LiimABT is the oldest public library oi the 
kind in the United Statesl It originated in an institution, founded' in 
1700, during the administration of the Earl of Bellamont, and denomin- 
ated '* The Public Libraiy of New-Tork." Various records occur on the 
minutes of the Common Council relative to this library; the most import- 
ant of which is the mention of the bequest of the Rev. Dr. Millington, 
Rector of Newington, England, who gave 1000 volumes to '< the society 
for the promotion of Christian knowledge,** for the use of the deigy and 
gentlemen of New-Yoik and the neighboring provinces.** 

In 1754, a number of gentlemen undertook to establish a librarv, which 
they designated "The New- York Society Library." The old "Public 
Library" having fallen into disuse, the trustees obtained permission from 
the corporation of the city to engraft their collection on the (britier. The 
new library was in successful operation, when the war of the lu'volution 
arrested its progress, and scattered many of its treasures beyond the 
reach of recovery. But, alhn- the rer^toration of peace, it was re-estab- 
Jished. In 1794, we find the society in possession of a building, evincing 
much architectural taste, situated in Nassau-street, opposite the Middle 
Putch church. Here, until the crowding demands of commerce drove it

further from her domains, the library continued to dispense its benefits, 
and to accumulate gradually a collection now become of inappreciable 
value. 

In J8 J0, the society entered upon a new phase in its progress, by the 
completion of its present edifice on tlie corner of Broadway and Leonard- 
street. This building, 100 feet long, by (30 wide, is constructed of finely- 
cut brown sand stone, and presents on Broadway a chaste fa9ade of Ionic 
columns. On passing the structure, the eye is arrested by its bold and 
massive front, while the beauty of its proportions, and its highly finished 
masonry, elicit the approbation of good taste and critical observation. The 
cost of the ground, building and furniture, was $118,000. 

The society numbers over 1000 members, and poetesses a library of 
aboat 40,000 volomes. The terms of membership require a payment ol 
for a share, liable to an annual charge of si2 dollars 

The Mkhcaxtile Library Association is composed of mercliantsJ* 
clerks. It originated in a meeting held at the Tontine Collee-llouse, in 
Wall-street, November 9, 1S20. After occupying lor some years rooms 
in Fulton-street, anil afterwards in Ciitr-street, the increasing prosperity ot 
the institution sugi^ested liie idea of enlarging its sphere ol action. Many of 
tiic princi[);il merchants cordially responded to the appeals of its meml)ers, 
and the sinn of between thirty and forty thousand dollars was subscribed 
for tne accomplishment of the object.* The subscribers organized them- 
selves as a new association, and ailer the erection of a building, which 
they dencHXiinated Clinton Hall, assumed the name of the Clinton Hall 
Association, and entered into articles of agreement with the Mercantile 
Library Association to grant them, under certain conditions, the free nse 
of such apartments of the building as were necessary for the library, read- 
ing-room, and the meetings and lectures of the instimtion? 

Since its connection with the Clinton Hall Association, the library has 
rapidly increased. The present number of volumes is nearly thirty thou- 
sand. The society consists of about three thousand members, and its in- 
come exceeds 1^,000 per annnm.t In addition to the library and reading- 
room, the association possesses a cabinet, containing many choice speci- 
mens in the various departments of natuml history. The privileges of 
this institution are open to clerksiibr a small initiation fee and annual 
payment. Others, if approved by the Board of Direction, are allowed 
the use of the library and reading-room, at an annual charge of five 
dollars. I

Thb Gsmnuuu Socisty of Mbobanics and Tbadbsiicsii, established in 
1790» oocnpy the building No. 32 Cro«by-straety conta ining the male and 
female achools of the society, the Apprentices Libraiy," and a spacions 
lecture room. The libmiy was established in 1820, for the benefit of ap- 
prentices, who, on certain conditions, are allowed the gratuitous uae of 
books. The number of volumes now exceeds 15*000. The entmnoeto 
the lecture room, called " Mechanics' Hall," and to the female school, is 
No. 472 Broudway, while the eutraace to the library and the male, school 
is ixom Crosby-street* 

The Scientific Tnstitttttons of New- York are numerous. 

The American Institute of the City of New- York was incorpo- I 
zated May 2, 1829, lor the purpose oi encouraging and promoting do- j 
mestic industry m agriculture, commerce, manufiustuies and the arts.* It 
has held twenty-one annual iairs, at which numerous Tarieties of choice 
productions, in every department of art and agriculture, have been ex- 
hibited, and large amounts bestowed in awards to successful competitors. 
The Institute possesses a library, containing 7000 volumes and most of V 
the Important periodicals of Eumpe and America, which is open to the < 
public free of charge. Under its auspices, the meetings of the Farmera^ 
Club are held twice in each month, the object of which is the discussion 
of important questions connected with agricultural pursuits, and to which 
the public are allowed gratuitous admission.! 

The members of the institute, numbering about 1200, are scattered over 
die Union. Fifteen dollars is the lee Ibr life-membership. The ofBce is 
temporarily located at No. 333 Broadway, comer of Anthony-street: but 
the managers intend to erect a suitable building for the accommodation of 
the Institute, containin:? a repository for models and inventions, and lec- 
ture, library and readuig rooms, as soou as the necessary funds can be 
procured. 

Tn MBCHAmcs' hmrnm of rax Cm aw Niw-Tobk, at preseDt 
locatal in the basement rooms of the City Hall, was Incorporated April 
24, 1833. Its object is the diflusion of useful knowledge, by the found- 
ing of a library and museum, and the establishment of annual courses of 
lectures on various subjects connected with the physical sciences, and day i 
and evening schools and classes for the instruction of youths of both sexes.^ 

The library contains about three thousand vdnmes. A large collection

of minerals, many useful and interesting models of machinery, and 
suitable apparatus for instruction, arc also the property of the institution. 
Its schools are located at 12 Chambers-street. The number of pupils in 
the schools i-i about three hundred, wlio are instructed in all the English 
branches of education and the classics, as well as the ornamental branches 
of painting, drawing and music. Any respectable person in the com- 
munity, by the payment of an initiation fee of one dollar, and an annual 
charge of two dollars, may become a member of the institution. He is 
then entitled to the free use of the library and leading room, tickets for 
liimself and family to all lectures and exhibitions, and discounts in the 
changes of the schools and daflsee. A payment of twenty-five doUara 
constitutes a Uie-member. 

Tbs Ltcbdk of Natural Hntost » tbm Cm of Nbw-Tobx, located 
in the Medical College of the Universi^, No. 659 BroadMray, was incor- 
porated April 20, 18J8» for promoting the prpgress of those departments 
of science indicated by its title** and has steadily porsaed its objects with 
success. It possesses a large Ubraiy and extensive collections. The ani- 
mals, birds, fishes, reptiles, minerals, shells and Jbssils, many of which 
are rare and to be found in no other collection* are ananged for graftitf one 
exhibition. Fenr volumes descriptive of new discoveries have been pub« 
lished. The society is in correspondence with similar societies in Europe 
and Asia, and exchanges with them, and others, its publications; by which 
means the library possesses several works not otherwise attainable. Its 
objects are the diffusion of a knowledge of Zoology, Botany, Mineralogy, 
Geology, Conchology and Paleontology. The meetings are held every Mon- 
day evening, and are open to the public. 

The New- York Ethxological Society was founded November 14, 
1842, since which time its meetings have been held, generally at intervals 
of a fortnight, during the winter months of each year. Its constitution 
was adopted December 7, 1844. The objects of the society comprise in- 
quiries into the origin, progress, and characteristics of the various races 
of men.f Two volumes of" Transactions," consisting chiefly of papers, 
relating to the aboriginal history. of America, have been published. The 
society possesses a small libmry and collection of antiquities, presented by 
members oi the sooie^ and others at home and abroad. Hon. Albert 
Gallatm, LL. D., is the President.

Tbe prinoipttl Imstitutioiis or ram Fatm Abts aie three in number. 

Tbi National Aoadbkt op Dmoii» located at theoomer of Leonard- 
•tceet and Bioadwajr> was instituted Jsnnwty 19» 1826. Its act of in« 
corporation was received April 5» 1828. It was founded, and is delu- 
sively governed, by professional artists. Its objects are the cultivation of a 
taste for the arts of design by an annual display of the works of liYing 
artists, and the promotion of the interesu of Ae proiessional artist, by 
the establishment of a legitimate school of design,* to tlie support of 
which, and the increase of its library, the receipts annually arising from 
tht exhibition, are appropriated. Its collection of models from thi An^ 
tique is the most complete in the country, and annually affords the means 
of academic study to nearly lifty students. Its Lifl^ Scdiool likewise otlbrs 
most ntnple Uicilities to the student. The Acndeuiy has doubtless greatly 
contributed to tlie formation of the taste of our present race of artists. 

Ths Amcricaii ART-Uiitoif was incorporated ibr the promotion of the 
fine arts May 7, 1840. The original «ame was <*The Apollo Assocla* 
tion," whush was changed, by legislative enactment, on the 20th of 
January, 1844, to its present title. The affairs of this institution are 
conducted by a committee of twenty-one persons, chosen annually by the 
members, who receive no compensation for their services. f Every sub- 
scriber of five dollars is a member of the Art-Union for the year, l^lie 
funds are devoted to ttie execution of costly enj^ravings, and the j)urchaso 
of valuable works of art, which, after being exhibited at a picture gallery 
belonging to the institution, No. 491 Broadway, are distributed among the 
mend)ers4 The ^all.-ry of the Art-Union is free and open to all, and this 
oa^titutes one of its noblest features. It is confidently believed tliat in 
no other city is there a gallery so large, and confainnig among its Works 
so many beautitnl and costly j)aintings, where the humblest citizen is not 
debarred from entrance, either by fee or forced gratuity, or compelled to 
resort to menial application to some noble director or titled patron for 
admission. Here, however, all are welcomed without reference to caste. 
The neediest child of labor and the proudest favorite of fortune stand 
side by side. An institution, so free in its benefits, cannot fail to exert 
an elevating influence on tbe taste of the community. 

Th« Nbw-Yosk Oallbbt of thk Ptwe Arts was founded in 1^14, 
for the purpose of establishing in the city of New-York a permanent eol- 
lection of paintings, statu iry, and other works of art.§ It received its

obarter in the following year. The first act of the association was to pur- 
chase the gallery of the late Lnman Rc3ed, Esq. The institution now 
possesaes about one hundred valuable paintings, including many from the 
pencils of Cole and Duiand,* with several fine pieces of statuary and en- 
gravings. Until recently, the gallery has occupied the Rotunda in the 
Park» but, through some misunderstanding with the city authorities, has 
been obliged to relinquish the use of this building. As soon as a suitable 
location can be procured, it wjUbe'te-opened for exhibition. 

In the departments of literature and science, and, to f^ome extent, in 
that of the fine arts, New- York is supplied with ably-conducted journals. 
The American (Whig) and the Democratic Reviews are considered the 
great exponents of the principles of the two political parties into 
which our nation is divided. Hunt's Mt i chants' Magazine is the great 
chronicle of commercial events* The Knickerbocker Magazine is not snr« 
p as s e d as a literary journaL But our limits will not permit us to notice 
the many weekly and monthly journals published in this city, and we 
■hall dismiss the subject by merely appending a list of the

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ENTERTAINMENT AND AMUSEMENT. 

Many that bad not perused our previous x)ages, would doubtless expect 
to find this chapter principally devoted to the temples of the drama. But, 
if in the brief space allotted to this subject, we do not succeed in OOQ* 
vinoiiig refleciing minds that in New- York are to be Ibund nomeious 
aoaroes of more rational entertatmnent than theatrical representations, as 
hece eondnetedt we shall fidl short of our wishes. Passing over the literary 
and scientific. lectures and discussions of Tarious associations, to which 
allusion has already been made, we shall briefly mention .those places of 
exhibition on which, without assuming the responsibility of pronouncing 
them devoid of eveiy objectionable Heatuie, the cbaige of immoiality can- 
not rest, those objects of intwest peculiar to a laige city which are most 
gratifying to the straqger, and those ezcorsicos to places in the vicinity 
that are desiderata with those who seek lor purer air and more ratreahing 
scenes than a crowded metropolis aflbids. 

Of all institutions of tibo kind on the continent, the Amektcaii Mttssux 
of New- York is the most popular. It was founded in 1810 by the late 
John Scttdder, Esq., but owea Hs blgli position in public edeem to the 
management of its present proprietor, Phineas T. Bamnm, Esq., who pur- 
chased the establishment in 1843. The Museum was fitted up in the 
beautiful marble edifice, which it now occupies, on the comer of Broad- 
way and Ann-street, In 1835. Psale^s Museum, established in 1835, 
and Ibr many years a leading object of Interest hi the city, has been le- 
oently purchased by Mr. Bamnm and added to his iormer collections. 
The American Museum la now supplied with the most novel curiosities, 
and numerous and valuable specimens in every department of art and 
natural history. A lecture room is connected with the establishment, 
where concerts, philosophical experiments, and a variety of euteriutu- 
mcnts, are given. 

Castle Garden, formerly called Ca>tle Clinton, is sitimtedon a mound 
of earth, in fiout of the Battery, from which it is approached by a bridge. 
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Ji^xhibitioos. — Objects of Interest. 



It was erected by the geneial govemment in 1807» bat, after the estab* 
liflhment of moie efficient ddenoes in the harbor, was ceded, in 1832, to 
the oi^. Two yean aiter, it was leased to private individaals, and con- 
▼erted into a place of amnsement Esdiibiticns of flieworlcs, concerts, 
and other entevtainments, are fietjuently given, bat the promenade is con* 
stantly open to visitors, who pay a small chaig^ ibr refreshments. 

Ttoi NoETR AmBiCAM MusBmr, on the comer of Ihe Bowery and 
Division-stieet, is devoted to the exhibition of anatomical pre])arations. 

Exhibitions or PAiirruiGS are numerous in New- York. The gallery 
of the American Art-Union,* and the New-York Gallery of the Fine 
Arts,! are open throughout the year. Tiie exhibition of the National 
Academy of De:«ignJ is continued during about three months in the spring 
and early summer. The Lyceum Gallery, at No. 503 Broadway, con- 
taining original paintings of the old masters, and the gallery of Goupil, 
Vibert«k Co., at No. 2»U Broadway, contawiug works of Kuropean ait, 
are worthy of attention. 

The Fair of the American Institute§ occupies several weeks in the au- 
tumn. The repository of the Institute, and the collections of the Lyceum 
of Natural History}! and other scientific associations, are open to the 
public. Visitors are likewise gratuitously admitted to the Institutions for 
the BlindlT and the Deaf and Dumb,** and the various Orphan Asylums.tt 
Ttietwo (ormer institutions give public exhibitions of the attainments of 
the pupib daring the anniversary week, in the month of May of each 
year. • 

In addition to the stated places of entertainment and amusement, tran- 
sient exhibitions and oonoerts are oontbiaally given. All the great artitim 
of Europe make their first appearance in America before a New- York 
audience. The most greedy votary of amusement can ordinarily find, in 
Ihe columns of die daily papers, a sufifeient number of announcements 
to furnish him the means of a selection snited to his tastes. 

But the seeker after novelty is not con^ned to the balls of amusement. 
The stranger will pause to survey the beautiful specimens of architecture 
that ofVen meet his gaze. The lofty spires of Trinity and St. Paul's,!! 
classic beauty ot the City Hall,§§ the symmetry of the Custom House,|||| 
the massive grandeur of the Merchants^ ExchangSyff will alike command 
his admiration. But the external view of the temples of the money^ 
changers will not satisfy him; be will cross the threshoUs to witness the 

scenes acted in these enclosnres of costly magnificence.

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The forests of shipping on both the rivers will not escape his attention. 
The ocean steamers, and those aquatic palaces that lloat on our own 
WftterSy will convince him of the high attainments of the present age iu 
naval architecture; and be will desixe to visit the ship-yards, and those 
ettabliahments, far more extensive than the forges of Vulcan, where iron 
becomes obedient to the will of man, and is tranafoimed into the pro* 
peUing power of these immense vehicles of tiaveL 

In fine, whether he wander along the docks, or perambulate the streets ; 
whether he attend the tribunals of jnstioe,* or Tish the inmates of *' the 
Tombs;"! whether he inspect the interior arrangements of the gas 
worksj or stand enchanted before the gashing waters oi the fonntalns ;§ 
whedier he stroll through the public promenades,|| or view fiom the Bat- 
teryt the expansive bay, with its picturesque shores and islands; he can- 
not &il to discover objects that fill him with wonder and ddight. 

But these scenes are comparatively devoid of interest to the citizen. He 
Will seek those attractions that lie beyond the crowded city. 

The upper portion of the island famishes a field ibr many pleasing 
BxctTRSiONS. The villages of Harlem, Bloomingdale and Manhattanville, 
the Croton reservoirs,** and the lofty aqueduct bridge, are often visited. 
Nor is either river crossed in vain« The shores of New-Jersey present the 
villages of Fort Ijce, Weehawken and Hoboken; the first distinguished 
for that exhibition of nature's grandeur, ** the palisades ;** the last, for its 
"Sybil's Cave** and "Elyslan Fields ;*» while, to the south, rise the 
spires of Jersey City and the hills of Bergen. Brooklyn and Williamsburg, 
with tlic niunerous villaj^es of Long Island, arc not wanting in interest. 
The higlits oi Broc^klyn, and its shady streets, are the scene of many a 
pleasing ramble; and the Navy Yard, with its valuable Lyceum, the im- 
provements of the Atlantic Dock Company, -ff and the Cemeteries of 
Greenwood and the Cypress Hills,ft add to the attractions of its vicinity 
But those who tiike delight in excursions upon the water, seek the pic- 
turesque villages of Staten Island, and the bathing resorts of Coney Island, 
or visit the fortifications of the harbor,§§ never cloyed with the beauties 
continually opening to thehr view, as they glide along the bosom of that 
magnificent bay, whose waters, under a brilliant sun, have been com- 
pared, by a European tmveler, to waves of liquid gokl.**

To penetrate the arcana ofthe futuroy is impossible. An estimate, even, 
of die effoets of known and existing eanses* is moie or less hypothetical. 
Buty altbongh we cannot attain to certainty iti such speculations, yet the 
data on which qur calculations are fi>anded» may be of each a characteCf 
as to elevate them lar above the level of meie eonjectnie. 

The prhiciples that involve the Ihtoxe increase of New-Tork, ate eom- 
plez. Whenever the tide of piosperi^ sets toward a ei^ or aeoantryy 
each channel of wealth and power becomes the uniting force of tributary 
streams, each, in its mm, with its subordinate branches, constimting a 
principle of efficacy in the onward march. The forces that have con* 
tributed to the past progress of New-York, and the lesourees that are 
not yet fully developed, wiU impart efficiency to powers at present un- 
appreciated or unknown. Wherever ' there are accumulations of men and 
of property, new channels of human industry are continually opened, and 
new mc'ihods of employing capital to advantage are devised But, as an 
approximation of the value of principles which have not been tested by 
experience, is impossible, and as their very existence is affected by con- 
tingencies which come not within the bounds of human foresight, it is 
prudent to discard all consideration of them in calculations like the 
present. When, too, the subjects of inquiry have been the objects of ob- 
servation and experience, the estimates founded upon such researches, 
cannot be denounced as extravagant. In the past, tlien, are we to look 
for the elements of the future growth of this metropolis. 

The prosperity of New- York is to be traced to commercial interests. 
Foreifm comraeroe furnished the original, and, for a long period, the 
principal employment of its inhabitants. The salubrity of its elimate, its 
velatlve posttioh, the superiority of its watsr oommmrieationst the excd- 
lenoe of its harbor, alike mideffed it peonllariy adapted to the purposes 
of trade. 6nt» to booome the emporium of the continent, it was neoes* 
saiy that domestic commerce should be associated widi foreign traffic. The 
tmpiDvements of art were added to the glAs of nature. The system of

canal -navigation was devised, and channels of commuoication opened 
into the heart of the continent : and now the inventiofei of railiiNidi fm 
bringing New- York into direct connection with eveiy put of tlie land. 
Tiie influence of these, and of other new Aoilitiesy has not yet been fnl^ 
wperioneed. Th^ an adduced, not as efefnents of , piosperiiy to enter 
into oar estimate, but as the proof l]»t the oommeieial interests of Mew- 
York aie^ by no means, on the decline, and that its past prograss may be 
safely regarded as a measure of its fhture increase. 

In all comparisons of the pteseait condition of New-Tork with the past, 
it has been usual to limit the survey to the period since 1790, the country 
not having assumed a settled state nntil the adoption of the federal consti- 
tution. By reference to a former part of this work, it will be seen that 
tlie rate of increase in the population of New- York from 1790 to 1800 was 
S.25 percent. ; from IbOO to ISIO, 5.93 percent. ; to 1S20, 2.83 per cent.; 
to 1830, 6.37 per cent. ; to 1840, 5.44 per cent. ; and to 1845, 3.73 percent. 
The average is 5.42 per cent., according to which the population would 
double in about eighteen years. By this calculation, the number of in* 
habitants in 1SG3 will be 742,446 ; in 1881, 1,484,892 1 and, if circum- 
stances would allow us to continue the calculation for another period of 
eighteen years, in 1899, 2,969,784. But the island will not fiimish ade- 
quate room ibr two millions of inhabitants } and, unless the adjacent 
places be annexed to the city, its growth nanst ibvever cease belbie reach- 
ing that number. It may, however, fiom the peculiar position of New 
York, be higbfy proper, in considecaticns of this character, to nq^ard the 
vicinity as a portion of the oi^. If we take this view of the case, we 
■hall find that the popidation has increased at a fiuter rata than would 
appear from the above calculations. Brooklyn and the neighboring 
places contain 100,000 inhabitanis, nearly all of which are the aoosssions 
of the last twenty years. 

No one can be so visionary as to suppose that the present rats of in- 
crease can continue for a long period. Should there be no decline in that 
rapidity of progress which New- York has maintained for sixty years, its 
inhabitants would, at the end of two centuries, exceed in number the 
present population of the globe. The metropolis, though operated upon, 
in some measure, by indejx?ndent influences, will .%are the fortunes of the 
country. The extent and importance of the territory to which its com- 
merce is tributary, must be a measure of its own magnitude. Iimnigra* 
tion, the great cause of the growth of the country, must decrease^ vriMn 
the snrplus population of other lands have reached our shores^ A portion 
of our present and future population, will seek the regions west of the 
Bocky Mountains, and large cities will doubtless spring into existmce on 
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Numerical Eatimates. 

thePMificeoBst The natmsl ineveaie of popolation* and Ilia aooeMioiis 
fiom abroad^ eamot loQg supply Kew-Yoik with tfaademfliitiQf a growth 
propoitioiied to that of the past AH wOl admit that won the zato of in* 
crease mvflt diminish. The only question is» when wili Ais decline comp 
meneOt 

In oar ibnner estimate, we have supposed the city to] continue in the 
present current of prosperity for thirty-six ]rears. To be still more mo- 
derate in our calculations, we will allow an immediate gradual decline in 
the ratio. Assuming the population at the next census (1850) to be 
440,455, which would be the result of the rate of increase of the previous 
five years, we will suppose a decline, from that date, in the average an- 
nual rate of increase, of one half of one per cent, every ten years. By this 
estimate, the population in 1S60 would amount to 657,161 ; in J870, to 
947,631 ; in 1880, to 1,319,105 ; in 1890, to 1,770,239 ; and in 1900, to 
S«287»157. Ail consideration of the growth of the adjacent places, is 
here disoaided. By either estimate. New- York and its vicinity, at the 
close of tito nineteenth oentni7» will contain nearly three millions of sonla. 

In these speenlatioosi we have not oonsideied the possibiliijr of any re- 
verse* conseqnent upon unforeseen eiionmstanoes, in the fortunes of New* 
ToiIl Citiest as weli as empires, after a snocessful rise and a period of 
fgatjt ate destroyed by some oonTalsioQ» or giadaally shdc to deoay. We 
have tbsrefine confined our estimates to a period within whioh New-York 
seems as fiee fiom such dangers as human foresight can ooneeive. If 
her foreign oommerce shookl be crippled or destrpysd by war, her internal 
tnde and other leaooroes would be means of pieservatioo and prosperity. 
If die lavages of pestilenoe or of flro sfaonld deeolatB her boideis» new 
population and capital would at onoe cow the bfsaoh. If civil commo- 
tiaiis should lend the great American oonftderacy into sepamte republics, 
she is too powerful to ftar dissohitioa in the conflict, and would still be 
the great metropolis of die continent And she is too near the infancy of 
her growth, to experience, within the period of our estimates, the decline 
common to all cities and nations. Whatever may be her lot in future 
ages, New- York is doubtless destined to become the commercial emporium 
oi theworkL

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HISTORY OF THE MODEL. 




TbA oooitnict&Qa of the 

MODEL OF NEW- YORK 

Was a moit nnpiiemedltated entecprise. Its origin is to be traced to a 
lew eiperiments in arehitectnral representation^ entiieljr unconnected with 
any purpoee of public ezbibition, which led to laige and unexpected ex- 
penditnrei, and in the proKiess of which certain fiusilitiee in prodacing 
copies of the objects desired were developed^ and many inventions foi 
expediting the difierent operations of the wodc devised. The time and 
expense devoted to the object weie disproportioned to the value of tli^- 
cnd attained. It became apparent Uiat neither reimbursement, nor valu^ 
to society, oonld attend theemploymeiit of the experience acquired, unless 
directed to a more important object. The construction in model of the 
great emporium of America, presented peculiar claims to tills notice. 
The undertaking was determined on. The first blow of the work was 
struck in July, 1845. In the same month of tlie succeeding year, a 
duplicate of New-York was thrown open to the inspection of its citizens.*' 

The Model of New-York thus completed, was far ditl'erent from the 
Model of New-York at first devised. A representation of the general 
appearance of the prominent structures was aimed at: a perfect fac simile 
of every building in the city was produced. A few weeks it was thought 
would ajSbrd sulficient time for the accomplishment of the object : more 
than a year was consumed. Twenty or tliirty men were deemed a suifi- 
oient force to empli>y: the number commenced with about twenty, and 
gradually ineieassd to more than one hundred and fii^. A lew thousand 
doUars, it was sappoaed, would complete thewoifc: more than $20,000 ^ 
were expended.

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. After the entire completion of the work, a meeting of Ae artlsM and 
oihen who had been employed in its prosecution was held in tiie Minerva 
Booms, Broadway. Reporters of a large part of the daily press were pre- 
sent on this ooeasion, who prepared and pubiished ia the several papers 
with which they were connected, minute acoonnts of the proceedings ot 
this meeting, which were snbaeqaently copied by all the journals of 
note in the yioinity. As these proceedings refer to many details connected 
witli the progress and subdivision of the work,, and give a list of the in* 
dividuals employed in the yartous departmentB, we will insert the report 
as It appeared in the principa journals, and thus close this brief sketch <»f 
the history of the Model of New-Tork.

massive Doric porticos, and the host of 
lesser ornamental fronts known to ail, 
are there with so much fidelity to tlie 
otrigioal tliatwe are forced to under- 
stand how so much money and lime 
have been expended upon this work, 
and how infinitely more eorreot and 
lieautiful it is than any representation 
Olany kind ever before attempted. 
, From this and several other points 
around the Model, the connoisseur in 
church architecture may examine and 
compare the claims lo beauiy of our 
rival spires — St. PauPs and St. John's 
in the Roman, Trinity and Grace in the 
Gothic styles. The slips and docks are 
ea h one contending lor our praise. 
Any one of those packet shij)s or steam- 
ers, correct even to the device upon her 
fig^nre-head or painting on her paddle- 
box, would make an ornament for a 
drawing-HNn^ table or the cabinet of 
the oaan science — ^the multitude of 
them renders selection impossible. 

We will visit it again, we know, with 
increased jdeasure, sAttsfied of the 
truth of remarks made by men of sci- 
ence and mechanical skill of this mini- 
ature city, that it requires knowledge 
to appreciate what i« there done— that 
a day is rcquisilc even to form an opin- 
ion ot its cxtcni, and a month to exam- 
ine its every detail — and that their 
surprise is, that it was found possible 
to complete it in a much lonofer period 
than a year." That these reuiarKs are 
Justified by the facts, let the most igno- 
rant notice that every lamp-post and 
awning in the cily is truly represented, 
as well as every tree ot' its own kind 
and hight, and on its own exact situa- 
tion ; and remember, thai aftt r all these 
•wero coinjileted, every block in the 
cily was examined iu reference to lliese 
particulars. 

Vrnm the design considered archi- 
tecturally lo the minutest Gothic orna- 
ment, everything is in the purest taste. 
The Canopy is supported on twelve colu- 
mns, havina; pendant from their rich and 
gilded capiials. golden acorns, and the 
shahs enriched with oalc leaves and 
acorns The architraves are enriched 
with ninning vine*; in eold and white, 
from which spring, in tiie centre aud at 
tiie angles, Gothic ardies containing the 
larger views, and between them, on 
each side of the center, four smaller 
compart Micnls with raking cornices, 
Iwving underneath pierced and moulded 
barge boards which, with the lowrr an- 
gles and arches, spring Irom varied and 
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beautiful gold bosses. Over all is bean 

tiful crocket foliage terminating in 
liuales, also of gold. In the four angles 
are ingeniously contrived spaces from 
which are issuing carved eagles holding 
in their talons the national flag. The 
whole canopy prebcnts a mosl gorgeous 
appearance, and combines with the 
Model to produce a work of art which 
bears testimony to the genius of Mr. 
Belden, it^i taienled projeclor and pro* 
prietor — a wotJc wiiiea md astonish the 
world. 

In almost no other country would 
such an amount of capital and talent 
l>e lavished in such an undertaking, and 
we cannot regard it as any other thao 
a national one.

" There is no greater mistake than to Bupposc that all the fine talent of 
the world is engaged in writing poetry, delivering speeches, and fighting 
battles : a great deal of it — we might almost say the best part oiil^ia 
devoted to no loftier pursuit than every-day business.

But before them all, 
if our private preferences are to be censnlted, we most acknowledge that 
A new fMrofessor of the art, Mr. F. S. Bartol, takes the lead by several 
len^hs. Mr, Bartol is the author of a masterly and ele|rant treatise— of 
which he has sent to this office a copy for critical exauunation— entitled 
" A Random Sketch from an Artist's Pencil." 

"This able work is characterized by all the excellencies of its competi^ 
tors combined ; it has the glow of Jervis, the ingenuous atatement of 
Btandreth, and Townsend*s delicacy of allusion and Invective, barmon* 
iiod into a complete and finished whole. Mr. Bartol, we should mention, 
is a manufacturer of window shades in William-street, in this city.

Indaad notUBg oaa aapaioeda this ar- 
ticle for baaaty, parity, and flia iaaormptiUa natnni which is imparted to 
it bjr aoroe means beyond human penatration. Whatever is beautiful to 
the eye is instructiva to the mind, because it enlarges our ideas of harmo- 
ny, and expands our notions with regard to the perfection which only 
nature presents above every thing else." 

History," continues the eloquent Bartol, present* many evidaneet 
af courtly intrigae carried on in tbs nieha formad by tba ancient windaw, 
and while concealed by the eostly Shmtes which ittastad, by their richness, 
the wealth and taste of ihe owner. From the recess of a cloth-of-go'd 
curtain, the wily Richelieu ^ave the order for the beheading of Cinque-Mars 
— while it was from a similar position that Marie Antionette saw Louis 
XVI. drawn to the place de la Revolution, where his voice, raised to pro- 
claim hit innocanaa, waa ordered to be drownad by tba dram, by tha in- 
veterate Santerre ; whilai too, from a similar aituation, the iacomparabla 
Madame Maintenon glanced furtively on the princely lover, whom her 
beauty, wit, talents and accomplishments had bewitched to forget himself. 
These incidents (lii^nify the subject of Window Shades, and show how 
long and at how early a period they became of consequence, and entered 
largely into the calculation when either a drawing-room or a boudoir 
waa to ba fitted np.**

tiguous forest— to the wild crag of the mountain, lifting its bold outline 
of verdure, interspersed with falling waters and gushing cataracts, and 
atratching on till it disappears in the distance. The ear almost imaginea 
it liatans to tha bubbling brook and the humming of the Insect tribe thai 
■port their golden wings in the light, so well imitated by the brush of the 
artist. '* Many of these varieties," Mr. Bartol adds, ** are fold at a very 
low price, so low indeed as to place them within the reach of every family. 

** Pious families, preferring bible subjects, can have them painted at a 
▼ery cheap rate, that is, the subject chosen can be purchaaed at the aama 
price that promiacuooa ahadaa ara aold for.**

I Imve been studying the little model of your newly invented Life-Pre- 
KTVini: lianiMioek, antl cannot doubt its suj'crior nit-rit over the common 
lianunock ui use on board a man-of-war. In our merchant ships we 
seldom make use of a Hammock, but there is no objection to the use of 
your Patent Bed in berths, and I would suggest its usefulness in man-of- 
war and merelumt slii])<i, where they have a large nunilier of persons on 
board. The;^e Beds or Hammocks, hnvinjr toggles or buckles on one side, 
and correspotiduiL: urontmets or straps on the olher, with lanyards at 
each end, could very easily be formed into a rait, by loopirig them to- 
gether lengthwise, and lowering them over the side, making fast the ends 
to any long spars mo3t handy, thrown overbcKurd for the purpose. Rafts 
could soon be made in this way, sufficient to save all on board ; and a 
crew having an hour or two of modemte weather, could very easily, with 
some r.mall spars and light sails, boards, doors, vVc. convert such rafts 
into balsas that would sail and navigate nearly equal to those on the coast 
of Guayaquil and Pita, which beat up tlie coast keeping their cargoes 
quite dry. 

A raft of this kind would probably have saved most of the unfortunate 
beings latdy lost on the Boston Packet Ocean Monarch.

IMPROVEMENT IN Trti:: RUNNING-GEAR OF CARRIAGES. 

The above engraving represents an improvement in the running gear of carriages, 
invented by Mr JOSI-IIMI PI.NK. 11-3 Walker-street, tins city, who bus taken mea- 
sures to secure letters-patent. It is ada|)tod to ail. but pdrticularlv to llose Carriages. 
Although the fore wheels may be as hi;^h as the hin<l ones usually aro. yet the short- 
est turn can be made. The following liescription is from the Scirnlific American. 

The carriage is made with a separate axle for each whrel. D. F.nch axlo is made 
with a sectoral track. K, on its inner end, which meshes iuto a central cog-wheel. G 
Thepole of the carriage is made with a rack. J. on it-? inn'"r end. meshing into the 
central cog-wheel U The wtieels of tho carriage cannot move but by the central 
cog-wheel, and it only moves as directed by the pole of the carriage. Tlie hind axle* 
and central cog-wheels are made and arranged like the front ones. The two central 
cog-wheels are connected together by dingDual braces. II II whicli are secured tt> 
the under side of the central cog-wheels G G, When the pole, J. moves the front 
central cog-wheel, tlio hin»l axles, through the diagonal braces, are moved in unison 
with the front wheels. B B. are two j>late^ (there one abo\ e and one below), be- 
tween which the cog-wheels and the racks operate and arc retained. The outlines of 
these plates are only shown in order to exhibit tlie mcclianical arrangement. C C, 
are two bats or bolsters, in whicli are bosses, through which pass the vertical pivot*. 
K K, which allow the axles to move freely. A A. are straight and elSptical bearer 
for the frame of the carriage. They are p.^rm;mently secured— the straight sleeper* 
to the bolsters, C C. and the elliptical ones between the plates. B R. It is evident that 
when the carriage is moving the wheels will always move in a line just as directed by 
the pole of tijc carriage. Its motion therefore over rough pavements is very steady, 
and for turning the corner of streets, or in a narrow circle with rapidity, it posscssea 

f^rcat advantages, owing to the ease with which it can be minuged by the pole. A 
arge carriage built on this principle has given great satisfaction to the Hose Compa- 
ny in this city for whom it was built." 

Several of these Carriages have already been ordered by the Corporation of New- 
York, one ])y New-Orleans, one by Jersey City, and somo by other cities.
